BUT THE BLAINE HOWLERS ARE NOT 
THOSE OF OLD TIMES—MR. HARRI- 
SON’S FRIENDS ARE LUSTIER THAN 
EVER—AN EVEN WAGER MADE, 


MINNEAPOLIS, June 3.—James G. Blaine would 
‘make a hit if he would wire a letter to some in- 
conspicuous friend, and send it to the Associated 
Press, to direct the attention of the country to 
a remarkable political spectacle to be witnessed 
here in Minneapolis. 

No man could more graphicaily picture Quay, 
Clarkson, Platt, and the lesser Platt—Fassett— 
helping the Republican Party like so many high- 
waymen, and demanding that it say Blaine or 
nothing. 

Itis easily enough usurpation to which the 
peopie are invitea to give allegiance. Having 
served four years ago as a National Com- 
mittee that was chosen when Harrison was 
nominated, and having, they assume, become 
entitled to own the Administration, ownership 
by them has been disputed by the President. 
Indignant at such effrontery, and determined to 
get a candidate whom they can control, they, 
being a fraction of the National Committee, 
have undertaken to nominate Blaine. Thus far 
it seeme to be pretty nearly all the head there 
is to the Blaine government. 

The hall of the West Hotel began to look more 
like a convention to-day, when the early morn- 
ing trains brought in Senator Quay, Senator 
Sawyer of Wisconsin, Senator Felton of Califor- 
nia, Senator Gallinger of New-Hampshire, Rep- 
resentative I. C. Burrows of Michigan, Schuyler 
8. Olde, and one ortwo others of the guests of 
Senator Stockbridge in his own private car. 

It was largely a Harrison delegation, Quay 
excepted, of course. In the lobby, that is about 
a hundred feet square, rising through two 
stories of the building, there were many new 
faces, among those of Mr. Harrison’s friends 
being ex-Representative McComb of Maryland, 
Gen. Lew Wallace of Indiana, and Senator His- 
cock, looking naturally weary after his iong 
ride from the coast. 

Gen. New and Land Commissioner Carter soon 
found these new arrivals, and the Harrison 
men who have held the ground successfully 
against Blaine since the tirst arrivals were 
noted renewed their talk for the President with 
vigor. There has been a spontaneous appear- 
ance of belated Blaine badges, and this is about 
all. 

Blaine’s latest assertion,-that he will write no 
more communications in regard to the Presi- 
dential nomination, reached the convention 
city this afternoon. It was read with interest, 
but it did not change the situation, and if it 
produced any impression at all it was only to 
intensify the opposition of all the oid Blaine 
men, who have assumed that Blaine wae telling 
the truth when he wrote to Clarkson months 
ago that he would not be a candidate. 

These old Blaine men are beginning to talk 
like old opponents of Blaine, who insisted when 
the Clarkson letter appeared that it did not 
mean anything at all; that it was merely a 
dodge to quiet Harrison, and that its writer 
had so worded it that, while he should not bea 
candidate, he could easily allow his friends to 
make him as candidate, while he was nota party 
to the conspiracy to defeat Harrison. 

Out of the hubbub of talk in the hotels and 
along the streets it was not possible to con- 
jecture to-day anything to indicate what the re. 
sult will be. Harrison’s eupporters, wearing 
their badges boldly and talking confidently, 
were disparaging the pretentious of Blaine and 
Blaine himself. 

Itis plain enough to everybody, for every. 
body remarks it, that Blaine does not excite the 
enthusiasm that he formerly did. The “ vim, 
vigor, and victory” seeme to be lacking among 
the boomers. It may come later, but then it 
may be too late. Blaine’s old supporters have 
lost their skill as “‘ whoopers-up.’” 

Foraker, with his invinoiule and other pestif- 
erous organizations of Blaine noisemakers are 
on the way, but all the noise they make in the 
atreets of Minneapolis will not count in the 
convention hall hen they are not yet sure 
that tue candidate wiil not be Sherman, when 
it is found impossible to unite a majority on 
Blaine. 

Minneapolis appears to be peneey pleased 
with itself. It is sure that it will be able to 
take care of the convention, although the con- 
vention is not yet here, and is so far from being 
here that the newepaper men are constant! 
falling over each other in the hunt for fres 
statesmen, or statesmen who are interviewed 
not nearer to Minneapolis than Chicago. 

Unless the crowd becomes very much larger 
than it is to-day, the convention will have to be 
put down asasmallone. In Chicago there is 
always a city crowd to add to the accommoda- 
tion of visitors; here there is a comparatively 
swall transient or idje throng, i the Minneap- 
olis men who are running things meet you 
with a cheerful smile and the remark, “ Things 
are thickening up a little.” 

This has seemed to be so, unfortunately, at 
the telegraph office, for some of the correspond- 
ents hear complaints that matter filed early last 
night and the night before did not reach the 
East at ail. The trouble seems to be that Min- 
neapolis is iearning how to run a convention, 
and is not benefiting by the experience of other 
cities. 

The managers of the telegraph service did not 
know, apparently, that the largest special busi- 
ness would be produced before the convention, 
and have made their preparations for puttin 
on a large force when the convention meets. I 
this mistaken plan is adhered to, it is altogether 
probabie thata vast amount of stuff will be 
stalled here to-night and to-morrow night, 
which will be as heavy as any of the nights to 
follow, except, perhaps, Wednesday night. 

The Executive Committee of the National 
Committee will hold a meeting to-morrow after- 
noon. If st that meeting Mr. Fassett should 
ae John Langston for temporary Chair- 
man, it is probable that the nomination wil) be 
ppposed in the meoting of the National Commit 
tee by the nomination of Gep. Horace Porter. 
The Harrison men will regard the nomination 
of Langston as a challenge to show strength. 

The President’s friends are of the opinion 
that they have a majority of votes in the Na- 
tional Committee, but if they have not, they 
will take the fight into the National Conven- 
tion. The canvass of delegates to-night by a 
careful Harrison man, who gives all the doubt- 
ful votes away, makes Harrison secure with 
frem to 550 votes. 

The big bet on the nomination was made 
here to-night. Marous Johnson of Atwater, 
Minn., ex-Collector of Internal Revenue, of- 
fered to wager $1,000 that Harrison would be 
the nominee. illiam Henry Eustis of Minne- 
apolis, a well-known Blaine shouter, accepted, 
and the money was placed in the hands of the 
cashier of the West Hotel.

TALKS WITH THE WORKERS. 


BOTH SIDES CLAIM A MAJORITY OF THE 
NEW-YORK DELEGATION. 


MIKXEAPOLIS, June 3.—The New-York delega- 
tion’s headquarters are in the main parlor of 
the West Hotel. The rooms adjoin the Indiana 
headquarters and are tastefully decorated with 
bunting. Over the door a large placard, duly 
inscribed, has been placed. The carpets have 
been removed and a drugget substituted. 

Fifty feet away, on the same floor, are the 
headquarters of the National Committee. They 


were deserted during the day, except for the 
workmen who were putting them in shape for 
the meeting to-morrow evening. R 

More curiosity was manifested in the New- 
York delegation than in any other. Specula- 
tion as to the individual choice of the delegates 
consumed a large portion of the time of the 
politicians in town. The Harrison men claimed 
Anywhere from thirty-six to fifty. The Blaine 
boomers—the few who were here—aggressively 
claimed the same. It was asserted that three 
of the four delegates at large, Frank Hiscook, 
Warner Miller, and Chauncey Depew, would 
cast their votes for Harrison, and that Platt, 
who is believed here to have lost his head, 
would oscupy an isolated position. 

Treachery was charged against the Blaine 
boomers for enticing Delegate Rufus T. Peck 
from the Harrison fold. Peckis the man that 
Hiscock, in defiance of the advice of his friends, 
nominated for Senator in the Twenty-fifth Dis- 
trict last Fall. He was counted out, against the 
protest of many of the Republicans of the dis- 
trict. Hiscock forced Peck asa delegate to the 
National Conventior ae a friend cf the Admin- 
istration. 

Peck arrived in town this morning, and with- 
in an hour the hotel eorridors were filled with 





rumors that he had deserted Hiscock and Har- 
rison and had joined the spouse. 

The tirst of the New-York delegation to arrive 
was John W. Dwight of Dryden, the advance 
guard of the Blaine forces. Dwight, Fassett, 
Armour, Frank 8. Witherbee, and Collector 
Frank Hendricks, who is not a delegate, and 
who is the only loyal Harrison man in the out- 
fit, have rented a palatial residence and in- 
stalled a French chef for the entertainment of 
their friends, 

Edward C. O’Brien, who holds a position 
under the Administration, followed Dwight by 
a few feet, and offset the former's sinister slurs 
against Harrison by declaiming on his excellent 
qualities and the fine record he has made. Then 
followed Fassett, who took much pleasure in 
firing a number of case shots into the Adminis- 
tration, a part of which he once was. 

Fassett’s position toward tbe President is in- 
explicable. He was made Collector of the Port 
without any solicitation on his part, and only 
resigned in order that he might accept the Re- 
publican nomination for Governor, without the 
charge of using the Federal patronage during 
the campaign. 

The few Republicans of influence who are 
here, and who are wellinformed on New-York 
State politics, report that Fassett expected 
the nomination of Secretary of War after 
Gen. Proctor’s election to the Senate, and was 
sorely disappointed when the honor was award- 
ed to Mr. Elkins. It is only on this ground that 
his antagonism to the Administration is ex- 
plained. 

The majority of the New-York delegation—and 
they are all expected to arrive Sunday morn- 
ing—will ocoupy the quarters secured for them 
several months ago by Dwight Lawrence at the 
West. Messrs. E. B. Bartlett and Naval Officer 
Willis of the Brooklyn contingent will occupy 
two rooms, the six a delegates having 
found quarters in private houses. Gen. Hor- 
ace Pofter, Sam Thomas, and Col. Cruger will 
be the guests of Tom Lowery, the Minneap- 
olis boomer. Congressman John Sanford will 
be entertained by Senator Washburn. The 
other delegates will be taken care of at the West 
and at private boarding houses, 

S5omé of them will be comfortable, others will 
not. The gentleman whoee habit invites him 
to a bathtub filled with cool, sparkling water 
these warm mornings will find disappointment 
and discomfort. Senator Hiscock stroiled in 
with a crowd and a weary look about 2 o’clook. 
He signed his name in a languid way. A few 
Harrison patriots hovered about the great man 
for a few moments and then swooped down 
upon him. 

‘*Gen. Harrison is tobe nominated,” he said. 
“Thave not changed my views in the least. 
Nothing can beut him. No combination can be 
made te defeat him.’”’ He had proceeded thus 
far when a wore enterprising reporter pushed 
through the crowd, grasped him by the sleeve, 
and held him up for half an hour against the 
wall, note book in hand. 

“That paper is certainly in want of news,” 
observed an ill-natured Blaine boomer. 

Twenty-five per cent. of the working Re- 
publican politicians of Indiana were in the West 
during the day. All wore small celluloid plates 
bearing the photograph of ‘President Harrison 
and a atrip of red, white, and blue ribbon. Tho 
most pronounced Harrison men _ from 1 ie 
Hoosier State were Gen. John C. New, Consul 
General to London, rosy and bluff as a native- 
born Englishman; Gen. Lew Wallace of Craw- 
fordsville, Lewis T. Michener, ex-Atterney Gen- 
eral; Charles F. Griffin, one of the delegates at 
large, and W. R. McKen of Terre Haute, Presi- 
dent of the Vandalia Railway. 

The drift of conversation was all one way 
with these gentlemen. ‘* Harrison on the ftirat 
ballot,” said Gen. New. “ Blaine’s name won't 
be mentioned in the convention,” said Michener. 
« “ Harrison’s name is the only one that will be 
heard of,” observed Gen. Wallace. Under his 
badge the General carried a small American 
flag, tastily arranged. “Be assured of one 
thing — these men cannot be stampeded. 
Neither Mr. Blaine nor any other candidate can 
stampede them. I doubt whether a ballot will 
be taken. In order to come here,” observed the 
General, ‘I suspended work on a@ new novel, 
which is within fifty pages of completion.” 

“Is the novel named!” he was asked. “A 


baby is never named untilitis born,” was the 


reply. 

Senator Quay of Pennsylvania arrived by a 
special car this afternoon. He was not dis- 
posed to talk for publication. “‘I know noth- 
ing of the situation,”’ he said: ‘‘ I have not been 
here long enough.” 

Chauncey I. Filley of Missonri, another Blaine 
boomer, was around the rotunda of the West for 
an houror more,and had apparently left his 
loquacity at home. 

What is there tobe said?’’ he observed, 
‘“‘except that Harrison’s nomination isan im- 
possibility.” 

In the course of the afternoon a cenference 
was held at the Nicollet House between Sena- 
tor Quay and James 8. Clarkson, Mr. Filley and 
Senator Fassett. The gentlemen were closeted 
foran hour or more. None wonld deny the 
purpose of the meeting. 

The Harrison men late to-night frankly ad- 
mitted that the only danger to their candidate 
waa in holding their delegates together. They 
claimed between 200 to 300 instructed dele- 
gates. The Blaine men conceded only 150 in- 
structed for the President. Harrison can 
claim only 36 of the 72 delegates from New- 
York. Blaine claims 45 to 50. In Ohio Blaine 
men predict they will hold 22 out of the 36.

NEW-ENGLAND SPLIT UP. 


TALK WITH THE NATIONAL COMMITTEE- 
MAN FROM MASSACHUSETTS, 


MINNEAPOLIS, June 3.—The New-Englanders 
are very slow in putting in an appearance. 
Henry 8. Hyde, member of the Nationa! Com- 
mittee from Massachusetts, is the only man on 
the ground. The delegation from his State 1: ft 
this morning, and is expected to arrive Sun- 
day morning. It has been lucky in securing 
as headquarters the reading 100m of the West 
Hotel. Mr. Hyde said this afternoon: 

“Texpect thatour delegation will be almost 
evenly divided between Mr. Blaine and the 
President. So faras Iam personally concerned, 
I don’t much care which of them ie : ominated. 
I am taking it easy, letting the other fellows do 
the talking, and pretty busy it seems to keep 
them, too. 

“ Massachusetts has lost a good deal of her 
old-time weight and prominence at National 


Conventions by not acting as a unit, which isa 
great mistake, in my humble opinion.” 

How about the other States in your group ?” 

“| don’t know much about Rhode Island, but 
I imagine that she will be pretty solid for Har- 
rison. Vermont is evenly divided, I am told; 
New-Hampshire will cast her eight votes for 
Harrison, Maine her twelve for Blaine, and Con- 
necticut’s twelve will be split. 

“By Monday lam expecting to see a decided 
impetus given tothe Blaine boom. 8o far the 
Harrison men have done a good deal more 
working than talking, while the Secretary of 
State's friends have done little besides talk. But 
after we once get to work I don’t imagine it will 
take us a great while to decide upon a candi- 
date. I hope and believe that we shall all be on 
our way East by Thursday night.” 

The other members of the National Committee 
from the New-England States are expected to 
arrive on the early train to-morrow, in time to 
attend the 11 o’clock meeting of the committee. 
The delegation from Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
Maine, New-Hampshire, and Vermont will be on 
hand Sunday. They wili all go to the West, 
with the exception of the Vermont men, who 
have been provided with quarters at the Nico- 
lett, twoor three blocks nearer their railway 
station.

KENTUCKIANS WANT HARRISON. 


THEY THINK BLAINE SHOULD STAND 
BY HIS LETTER OF WITHDRAWAL. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 3.—The Kentucky dele- 
gates to the National Republican Convention are 
beginning toarrive inthis city on their way to 
Minneapolis. Fully 200 Kentuckians will visit 
Minneapolis during the convention. Col W. O. 
Bradley, delegate at large, member of the Na- 
tional Committee from Kentucky, and probable 


Chairman of the delegation from this State, left 
for Minneapolis to-night. 

Kentucky, it is claimed, is solidly for Harri- 
eon, notwithstanding the fact that the Repub- 
lican State Convention, held on May 30 last, 
merely indorsed the President instead of in- 
structing for him. Contrary to the belief gen- 
erally held, there are but three Federal office 
holders in the delegation. Collector Felland, 
United States Marshal Burchell, and Surveyor 
of the Port Collier. To TH TIMESs’s corre- 
a eae Col. Bradley expressed the belief that 
Blaine would not ‘allow his name to go before 
the conventicn, for the reason thai, however 
much he might desire the nomination now. his 
letter removed him from the field of candi- 
dates, and he could not permit his name to be 
used + coca being palpably guilty of a breach 
of faith. 

Col. Collier is an cut-and-out Harrrison man. 

** I do not believe that Blaine will be a can- 
didate,”’ he said this morning, ‘‘ and I am thor- 
oughly convinced that Mr. Harrison will be 
nowinated by acclamation.” 

Col. HL C. Martin will vote for Harrison as 
long as his name remains before the conven- 
tion. Judge Milby, his associate, is also a pro- 
nounced Harrison man. Judge C. F. Burnam is 
for Harrison because of his “ability as a states- 
man, his nobility of character, and superior 
availability as a leader of the Republican 
hosts.” 

The Hon. John J. Wyerkes, Chairman of the 
State Central Committee, was one of the fore-

BY ANTI-HARRISON MEN. 


THE BLAINE BUSINESS SAID TO BE A 
BLIND AFTER ALL-—MR. REID RE- 
PORTED TO BE AT HIS:FARM WAIT- 
ING TO HEAR SOMETHING UPON THE 
SUBJECT, 


Six well-equipped and well-supplied Wagner 
cars avd a big engine. formed the special train 
that conveyed the rank and file of the New- 
York delegation out of the Grand Central Sta- 
tion at 10:20 o'clock yesterday morning en 
route for Minneapolis. The cars were labeled 
“New-York Delegation Minneapolis Conven- 
tion.”’ 

The train was to stop at several points along 
the route to pick up country delegates, ang by 
the time it reaches Minneapolis almost all of 
the State’s delegation, with the exception of the 
** Big Four” and their closest lieutenants, will 
be aboard. The ‘“‘big ones” are already in 
Minneapolis finding out just what they will do 
with such parts of the delegation as they con- 
trol when the time comes. There were many 
men in that departing delegation yesterday who 
had no more idea of whom they were going to 
vote to nominate than they had of being nomi- 
nated themselves. They will find their orders 
awaiting them in Minneapolis. 

When the delegates gathered at the Grand 
Central Station yesterday morning they were, 
as a rule, close-mouthed as to what they thought 
would be the result of the convention. The 
Platt section of the delegates were, of course, 
still “ keeping up the Blaine bluff,” but the bet- 
ter posted of them did it with a faint-hearted- 


ness that observing ones have noticed to be de- 
veloping ever since the famous Blaine exhibi- 
tion at the Fifth Avenue Hatel was brought to 
& close and Mr. Blaine went back to Washing- 
ton. 

It was not of Blaine that some of the anti- Har- 
Trison delegates were thinking when they started 
on their journey conventionward. They were 
nursing another idea, an idea that has been very 
cautiously and very carefully hinted atin the 
best posted political circles in this city for the 
past few days. 

It was an idea that was born in part of a 
knowledge of Platt’s usual tactics. It was ar- 

ued that it would be quite consistent with 

latt’'s way of doing thingsif he had simply 
caused a revival of the Blaine boom for the sim- 
ple purpose of hiding the real intention of him- 
self and those who are associated with him in 
the effort to prevent the renomination of Presi- 
dent Harrison. 

Under the disguise of the Blaine movement 
they could the better effect the consbdlidation of 
all the anti-Harrison forces on another candi- 
date, and that other candidate is believed to be 
John Sherman by some of those who went to 
Minneapolis yesterday and who will vote at the 
convention.

‘ oo oe REID of New- York for Vice Presi- 
ent. 

That was the ticket that some of the delegates 
were nursing when they taiked of Blaine for 
publication,saaid good-bye to their friends at the 
station, and started West,and this ticket, * Sher- 
man and Reid,” has been more talked of in the 
“councils of the party”’ herein New-York for 
the past few days than people generally imagine. 

**Why.” said one of the executive members 
of Mr. Platt’s machine in this city at the Grand 
Central Station yesterday morning, *‘this Blaine 
business was only got up to give the leadersa 
chance to quietly arrauge their plans to spring 
John Sherman on the convention. You haven't 
heard much about the Sherman boom of late, 
have you! No, it has been kept carefully under 
cover. The use of Mr. Blaine’s name, it was 
thought, would keep doubtful delegates from 
flocking to the Harrison standard until they 
should reach Minneapolis and be got into line 
for John Sherman.” 

‘“*You noticed, didn't you, that Ex-Senator 
Platt declared in his interviews just before he 
left this city that James G. Blaine was certain 
to be nominated! Now Piatt does not, as a 
rule, announce the plans of the faction of the 
party he is identified with by the aid of a brass 
band. Ifheand the rest of the anti-Harrison 

ople were maturing a plan to secure the de- 
eatof Harrison by the nomination of John 
Sherman it would have been just like Mr. Platt 
to have given out that Blaine-will-be-nominated 
interview. I think myself that all their 
schemes will fail, and that Mr. Harrison will 
certainly be renominated.”’ 

The plan to secure the nomination of White- 
law Reid for the Vice Presidency is now said to 
have been fully matured some time ago. It was 
given out by some of the leaders that Mr. Reid 
was going to Minneapolis. Mr. Reid did noth- 
ing of the sort. 

Instead of going to Minneapolis Mr. Reid has 
gone to Ophir Farm, his country place in West- 
chester County. It needs his careful attention 
and supervision just now. 

While the delegates hasten to Minneapolis Mr. 
Reid goes a-farming, and a farm is always a 
omg place to await intelligence from « conven- 
tion. s 

There was some ee raised yesterday 
as to whether Mr. Reid had gone to the conven- 
tion or not, and this led to queries being made 
at the 7ribune office. 

From other sources it was learned that Mr. 
Reid is at Ophir Farm, not far from this city. 

Mo it is very certain that Mr. Reid has not 
gone to Minneapolis and is not going. 

Mr. Reid returned to this country from France 
early in ‘April, having made a record for him- 
self as Minfater to France that gave him an 
exalted position in the ay bye Party. He 
resigned, but the fact that he was not ready to 
retire from active political life was shown at 
the Republican State Convention held in Albany 
to select delegates to the National Oonven- 
tion on April 28 last. Mr. Reid was made the 
Permanent Chairman of that convention. He 
had never attended a Republican Convention 
before, and the @ondition of things at the last 
Republican State Convention warranted the 
surprise and commeutthat were manifested and 
occasioned by his presence there as the presid- 
ing officer. This feeling was reflected in Tur 
TIMES on the day after the convention as fol- 
lows: 

“Mr. Whitelaw Reid at a Reprbiican Convention 
must be admitted to be the real novelty which the 
boss presented to his party. 

“He was well received, and he discharged to the 
entire satisfaction of his ottice the duties of Perma- 
nent Chairman. 

* That some sort of a political fature is in store for 
him cannot be doubted from the interest which 
Platt has recently manifested in him. 

“Whether the Hon. Levi P. Morton has grown old 
and lost his running powers, whether the bottom has 
dropped out of his bar’l, or whether his barl, having 
been placed alongside a bar’! of Mr. Reid, ia found 
to nave shrunk to the propurtions of a small keg, is 
not at this writing definitely known. 

“Of course, if r. Harrison shouldn't be renom- 
inated, Mr. Morton couldn't expect to be, and as 
Mr. Depew wouldn't take the nomination of Vice 
President, what is there unreasonable in Mr. Platt’s 
heaving an anchor to windward!” 

During all the talk about the head of the 
ticket the politicians have been careful not to 
say much avout the Vice Presidency. Who has 
heard much talk about the renomination of Vice 
President Levi P. Morton? What has become 
of the short-lived Cornelius N. Bliss boom 1 

That Mr. Reid has political ambitions is con- 
ceded. Thatthe leaders here have talked of 
him very generally among themselves for the 
Vice Presidency is another fact. Tbat if Mr. 
Biaine was on the cards for the head of the 
anti-Harrison ticket, the Vice Presidential nom- 
ination would go West is also conceded. That 
Mr. Reid, who is intensely interested in the 
Minneapolis Convention, has found this a very 
convenient time to go a-farming, is quite as in- 
teresting just now as it is significant. 

A Republican who is in Mr. Platt’s confidence 
admitted last night that Mr. Platt wanted 
Whitelaw Reid for Vice President. 

This is one of the reasons why a good many 
Republicans think that itis John Sherman and 
not Blaine whom the arti-Harrison people are 
going to try to nominate. It is a little signiti- 
cant that Chairman Clarkson recently declared 
in an interview that personally he believed that 
it might be best to have some other man than 
either Blaine or Harrison nominated. 

These were some of the things that the dele- 
gates had to think about on their way West. 

The city’s delegation on the special included 
Collector Hendricks and Postmaster Van Cott, 
who are for Harricon and who thought it too 
hot to talk politics; Jacob M. Patterson, Chair- 
man of the Ropublican County Committee’s 
Executive Committee, who said that the dele- 
gates were going to Minneapolis to do the best 
they could; Deputy Collectors Denis Shea and 
Frank Mayment, who thought it was pretty hot 
for men of their size to go traveling, a belief 
that was shared in by John H. Gunner, another 
Deputy Collector, and John D. Lawson. 

Deputy Surveyor John Collins helped to 
swell the office-holding contingent that went 
out to shout for Harrison if their official beads 
seemed to demand it. John Reisenweber, 
Charles F. Bruder, Michael Goode, Wilbur HR. 
Wakeman, and William Henkel were also 
aboard.

INSANITY HIS DLFENSEL. 


YOUNG FALES’S CASE TO GO TO THE 
JURY TO-DAY. 


NEWARE, N. J., June 3.—The case of young 
Fales, who has been on trial here for several 
days past for the murder of Thomas Haydon, 
will be given to the jury to-morrow. The 
counsel spent all of to-day in summing up. 
Judge Depue will deliver his charge about noon 
to-morrow, 

Counselor Frank M. McDermitt, in his address 
in behalf of the prisoner, scored everybody who 
had dared to testify against the boy. Superin- 
tendent Hinckley of the county lunatic asylum, 
was denounced as unfit to have charge of the 
patients in that public institution. 

“Now you will ask,” he went on, “why we 
did not put Fales on the stand as a witness for 


himself. What was the use? The boy had 

already told all heknew. Why, he does not even 

know he is on trial for murder. He may have 
eome conception that he is being tried, but he 
doesn't realize the enormity of his crime.’’ 

Judge Thomas Henry, who also argued for the 
boy, said, in opening his address, that the State 
must establish the boy's sanity and guilt, ora 
verdict of acquittal must be rendered. 

Judge Depue interposed to say thatthe Su- 
preme Courtof the State had decided that the 
burden of proof of insanity rested upon the de- 
fense, and that the defendant could not be given 
ne benefit of the reasonable doubt on that 

oint. 

Pjedge Henry ae the system of capital 
unishment. He had Mrs. Fales stand up be- 
ore the jury with her baby in her arms and ad- 

jured them not to ‘put the stamp of infamy on 

that infantile brow.” 

He urged that the crime, in contrast with the 
general good character of the boy, was an evi- 
dence that he was not in full possession of his 
senses when he committed it. It was mon- 
strous to say that a boy of. euch a character, 
while sane, would plunge so suddenly into mur- 
der. 

As to the confession, it was extorted, he said, 
from the prisoner by the surroundings. ‘The 
presence of the police at a late hour of the 
night and the fact that he was at their mercy 
intimidated bim. But for the confession, the 
State would have been unable, Judge Henry 
said, to prove its case. 

Some parte of Judge Henry’s speech evoked 
applause. Judge Depue protested, and when it 
was repeated ex-Alderman Marvin was led from 
the room as the chief offender. 

Assistant Prosecutor Louis Hood made a 
strong speech for conviction. He claimed that 
the burden of proof as to insanity rested on the 
defense; that its weakness could not be patched 
out with the benefit of the reasonable doubt, 
and that the death of Haydon, in consequence 
of the violence that attended his robbery, made 
the boy guilty, under the law, of murder in the 
first degree.

CLEVELAND. 


DELEGATES UNINSTRUCTED, BUT THEIR 
PREFERENCES KNOWN. 


TAMPA, Fla., June 3.—The Democratic State 
Convention chose a new State Executive Com- 
mittee to-day, and probably J. P. Taliaferro will 
be chosen Chairman as before. Senator Pasco 
was recommended as National Committeeman 
from the State and warml'y commended by reso- 
lution for his services. This was a slap at Sen- 
ator Call. 

Following is a list of Chicago delegates: F. C. 
Adams of Jasper, J. E. Grady of Apalachicola, 
H. T. Likes of Brookeviile, J. 8. White of Live 
Oak, T. A. Bailey of San Mateo, C. E. Garner of 
Green Cove Springs, N. P. Pishoff of Dade City, 
W. 8. Jones of Monticello, J. P. Taliaferro of 
Jacksonviile, W. D. Chipley of Pensacola, A. B. 
Hawkins of Tallahassee, T. A. Jennings of Jas- 
per, D. L. Gaulden of Titusville, B. Genevora of 
kt. Augustine, Alex St. Clair Abrams of Tavares, 
and 8 M. Sparkman of Tampa. Each delegate 
has half a vote, and is authorized to select his 
own alternate. 

The platform is brief. It reaffirms the doc- 
trines of the National Convention of 1885 at 
Chicago. It advocates a liberal policy on the 
part of the Government as regards public im- 
provements, denounces the MoKinley bill and 
the ‘*Foree bill,”’ and says the Republicans, 
if again in power, will establish a second period 
of reconstruction in the Southern States. 

It suggests a graduated income tax, and that 
the Government control the railroads; asks 
Congress to pass laws to prevent dealing in fut- 
ures, and demanda “ the abolition of national 
banks and substitution of etme g! Treasury 
notes in lien of national bank notes,” issued ‘in 
sufticient volume to do the business of the coun- 
try on a cash basis.’’ As to silver, the platform 
says: 

a We demand the unlimited coinage of silver; the 
amount of circulating medium to be speedily in- 
creased to not less than $60 per capita.” 

The Presidential question was untouched. 
The delegates ure supposed to favor Cleveland 
but are upinsetructed.

BRITISH BUILDING BEGUN 


FIRST WORLD'S FAIR STRUCTURE 
FOR A FOREIGN NATION. 


WESTINGHOUSE WORKING FOR A _ RE- 
DUCED BOND—SALARIES DECLARED 
TO BE REASONABLE—RULES FOR 
DISPLAYS OF WORKS OF ART. 


CHICAGO, June 3.—A brief summary of the 
events of the week in World’a Fair circles is as 
follows: 

Last Saturday Gen. Palmer, Commander in 
Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, sent 
a letter tothe different department managers, 
requesting them to secure the co-operation of 
old soldiers in celebrating Oct. 12. It is the in- 
tention in many parts of the country to have 
school exercises that day, and the flag will be 
saluted by the children. 

Col Grover, representative of the English 
Commission, began work on the British World’s 
Fair Building. This is the first foreign building 
to be started. 

On Tuesday Delmore Elwell called on the Di- 
rector General and protested against the clos- 
ing of the Eastern headquarters. He thought it 
was doing good work. but the Director General 
refused to continue the office. George Westing- 
house, Jr., reached Chicago and tried to have 
the bond reduced that he is expected to give for 
the contract to furnish the electric lighting 


plaut at Jackson Park. He wants the bond 
placed at $500,000 instead of $1,000,600, as the 
Directors proposed. 

Goorge Wilson, Chief of the Bureau of Music, 
retured from a trip of two months abroad in the 
interest of an exhibit of musical instruments 
and the attendance of notéd forcign musicians 
at the fair. His mission was declared to have 
been highly successful. 

On Wednesday the Executive Committee 
adopted a resolution inviting yachtsmen to visit 
the fair with their craft. The leading yacht 
clubs of the Atlantic coast and the great lakes 
are to receive invitations. The committee also 
passed a resolution to pay the cost of trans- 
portation of works offered by American artists 
abroad and accepted by proper juries for exhi- 
bition at the fair. 

‘Lhe last days of grace for handing in building 
Plans by State boards expired, but Director 
General Davis said an extension of time would 
have to be granted. 

_ Director O'Dell, who had gone over the salary 
list of the employes of the exposition, reported 
to the committee that he considered all salaries 
— and saw no way to recommend reduc- 

ons. 

On Thursday it was announced that Pope Leo 
XIIL had decided to take a step never taken by 
any of his predecessors in the chair of St. Peter 
on the occasion of the World's Fair. He has de- 
cided to make a special exhibit of articles from 
the Vatican. The Pope, it is said, takes this 
unusual step to show his regard and love for 
the American people. 

The Committee on Legislation of the Board of 
Directors decided to ask for a special ruling by 
the Secretary of the Treasurys, permitting 
foreign laborers to accompany intending ex- 
hibitors, for the purpose of prepuring special 
exhibits. ‘ 

On the average 6,016 men were employed at 
Jackson Park during the month of May. They 
had trouble, inasmuch as there were only about 
eight working days upon which the sun shone; 
during the remaining twenty-three days, work 
was stopped on account of the rain. 

Twelve thousand of the 28,000 subscribers to 
the $5,000,000 capital stock of the World’s Fair 
have paid up in full, and that means in ad- 
vance, inasmuch as the last installment of 20 
per cent. does not fall due until June 15. Treas- 
urer Seeberger feels elated over the manner in 
which the capital stock is being paid in. He has 
already collected $8,333,490 from the city and 
subscribers. The city has paid in $4,000,000, 
and its last million will be due on June 15, the 
same day the last million from the subscribers 
is called for. Thereisinthe treasury $2,000,- 
000 and the same amount, due the middle of 
the month, will swell the total to $4,000,000. 

Chief Ivesof the Departmentof Fine Arta 
has just prepared acircular which will be is- 
sued to artists and other art exhibitors. This 
circular discloses the entire plan of the admin- 
istration. It is substantially as follows: 

In order that the interests of Ameorioan 
artists, as well as the interests of the Fine 
Arts Department of the exposition may be 
cared for peer gree there has been estal)- 
lished in such sections of this country and 
Europe as may be considered centres of Ameri- 
cans’ artistic activity certain advisory commit- 
tees. The duties of the advisory con: mittees 
consist in looking after the interests of the De 
partment of Fine Arts and those of the artists 
involved in their relationship to it in every 
possible way. Each advisory committee will 
form the nucleus of a jury comprising represent 
atives of such department or departments of 
fine art aa may be especially importantin that 
section of the country wherein such committeo 
is situated, and the number of members of each 
advisory committee has been arranged with re 
gard to the relative strength of the artistic 
——. in such section of the country. 

There will be in Chicago no revision as to 
quality in the works of art passed by the juries. 
There will be, however, of necessity a selection 
of works to be placed, made aceording to the 
merit deduced by the juries. All works marked 
“No. 1” willbe provided for first, and works 
marked “No.2” and “No.3” will be taken 
care of inorder, sofar as the space available 
may permit. Should there be a greater number 
of works selected by juries than can be provided 
for in the United States section, less important 

ositions will be provided If possible; but should 

t be found that sufficient space cannot be pro- 
vided, there will be action by a jury to deter- 
mine what works must he rejected. It is be- 
lieved, however, that rigid work by the regular 
juries will relieve the chief of the necessity of 
calling for such special jury. 

Artiste belonging to the districts assigned to 
the various advisory committees will not be 
privileged to send work direct to Chicago. No 
works by American artists intended for the De- 
partment of Fine Arts will be admitted to the 
exposition grounds, except such as bear the 
wire of approval of the jury of that seotion to 
which the artist belongs, except works by 
American artists owned in this country, which 
may be submitted to the jury nearest the place 
of residence of such owners. In such case they 
must bear the stamp of approval of this jury. 
Works owned by individuals will not be received 
for exhibition in the Art Department sbould 
the artists who have produced them object to 
their exhibition. 

The New-York World’s Fair Commissioners 
held a meeting at the Auditorium Hotel to-day 
and considered bids for the erection of the New- 
York State Building. ‘the lowest bid was that 
of George A. Fuller & Co., who were willing to 
finish the building for $77,600. 

Four of the Commissioners, Messrs. Depew, 
Sessions, Howland, and Allen, were present. 
They voted to accept this bid, and sent a tele 
gram to the ether Commissioners, Measrs. 
Sweet of Buffalo and Thatcher of Albany, in- 
forming them of their action and asking their 
concurrence. This was done more as a matter 
of courtesy than of necessity, as three members 
constitute a quorum. 

The New-York building is designed from plans 
furnished by McKim, Mead & White. [tis in 
the Italian style, and is said to be different from 
any other design of a World's [air building. It 
is to be two-and-a-half stories in height, 156 feet 
long, and 90 feet wido.

LIEUT. LOVERIDGE’S SUICIDE.

AN ARMY OFFICER KILLS HIMSELF AT 
FORT SAM HOUSTON. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, June 3.—Last night 
First Lieut. Wilber Loveridge of the Third 
Artillery, United States Army, shot himself 
through the heart while in his quarters at Fort 
Sam Houston. He was unmarried and had 
been living very much to himself. The body 
was found at 9 this morning. Lieut. Loveridge 
was from Rochester. His brother, Second 
Lieut. kL. L. Loveridge of the Eleventh Infantry, 
is at Whipple Barracks, Arizona. ’ 

There is no doubt that the act was intentional. 
The Lieutenant's bank book was found, showing 
that he had deposited over $100 in the Lock- 
wood National Bank of this city. He had writ- 
ten in the inside of the back the following: 

“Fort Sam Houston, May —. To assist in planting 
me, any one is authorized to fill up this check.” 

He had drawn a blank check, and carefully 
marked out the word “bearer,” substituting 
** order.” 

The weapon used must have been an heirloom, 
as itis of French manufacture, very finely en- 
graved and inlaid with gold. 

Lieut. Loveridge was thirty-two years old. 
His death is directly traceable to the use of in- 
toxicants. He came here on April 1 and was 
liked by all. He had been drinking heavily for 
three days. He had been confined to his quar- 
ters under arrest for drunkenness. 


Mr. Loveridge was graduated twelfthin the 
West Point Class of 1880, and was appointed in 
June of that year as Second Lieutenant, Third 
Artillery. He served first in garrison at Madi- 
son Barracks, N. Y., remaining there until Oc- 
tober, 18Si. Subsequently he was at Jackson 
Barracks, La.; at Fort Monroe, Va.; Fort 
Barrancas, Fla.; Little Rock, Ark.; Washington 
Barracks, D. C.; the Torpedo School, Willet’s 
Point, N. Y., and Fort MoHenury, Md. He was 
promoted to First Lieutenant May 7, 1887. 





MANY MILLIONS 


A SUIT FOR VALUABLE PROPERTY IN 
DALLAS, TEXAS. 


NEW-ORLEANS, La., June 3.—A case is on trial 
to-day in the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals which involves millions of dollars, and 
besides has a strong romantic interest. It is 
entitled R,F. Aspley versus J. P. Murphy and 
others. The suitis for a block of land in the 
City of Dallas, Texas, worth $1,000,000, and is 
a test for a number of cases involving the title 


to 1,000 acres in the heart of Dallas, worth at 
least $10,000,000. 

The plaintiff Aspley claims title by inherit- 
ance from John Grigsby, to whom 4,605 acres, 
of which this is a part, were transferred by pat- 
ent from the State. Aspley’s mother was a 
daughter of Grigsby, and he sues for his 
mother’s interest. The defendants say that the 
1,000 acres was conveyed to Crawford Grigsby, 
son of John, by the administrator of John Grigs- 
by’s estate, by authority of an order of the 
Probate Court of Houston County, Texas, in 
1847, in specific performance of a contract 
claimed by defendants to have been made be- 
tween John and Crawford Grigsby for the loca- 
tion of the certificate, whereby Crawford Grigs- 
by was to cet $1,000 acres for his services. 

The plaintiff contends that the order of the 
Probate Court was void for want of jurisdic- 
tion. This is the sole question involved in the 
law side of the case. But on the proper pro- 
ceeding in chancery, when the time comes, Asp- 
ley will also contend that the contract for the 
location of the land certificate was never made, 
and that the order of the Probate Court and the 
administrator’s deed to Crawford Grigsby were 
the result of aconspiracy to defraud the chil- 
dren of John Grigsby by his second wife. Asp- 
ley’s mother was one of John Grigsby’s children 
by the second wife.

WHISTLES FOR THE ARMY. 


PLACE THEY WILL TAKE IN THE NEW 
DRILL REGULATIONS. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—Gen. Schofield will 
soon issue an order equipping the commis- 
sioned and non-commissioned officers of the 
army with whistles, under one of the require- 
ments of the recently-adopted drill regulations. 
It will take nearly 5,000 whistles to fitout the 
service. During the past week the War Depart- 
ment people have been engaged in the mo- 
mentous task of selecting a suitable whistle, 
and out of the samples submitted the authort- 
ties chose a horn whistle with’a sbrill note. 
This was preferred to the sample like the 
boatswain's whistle used on ships of war, as 
being less expensive and answering all the pur- 
poses of the navy article. 

It ia intended to use the whistle in a series of 
signale laid downin the new drill regulations 
for the control of men in extended order or 
skirmish drill. The whistle has been tried 
abroad and foundin time of action to be more 
easily heard than the bugle or the trumpet, and, 
as the whistie is intended to be placed in the 
hands of all the officers, there is little danger of 
an enemy’s destroying the means of communt- 
cation between the commanding officers and the 
troops that are atretched along a skirmish line. 

The whistles will be tried thoroughly this 
Summer in connection with the practice marches 
and manceuvres which are to test the new regu- 


lations.

AN OBSERVATORY TO BE 
TO LEAVE ROCHESTER BECAUSE A 
CHURCH IS TOO NEAR. 


RocuESTER, N. Y., June 3.—Warner Observa- 
tory is to be abandoned, so far as Rochester is 
concerned. Mr. Warner said to-day that he 
would build a new observatory in some other 
place on account of the action of the Third 
Presbyterian Society in placing its new build- 


ing so near the street as to destroy the western 
view from the observatory. 

Prof. Swift said to-day: “If Mr. Warner de- 
cides to abandon the observatory I hope it will 
not be located again in Rochester. The climate 
here is too damp and the sky is too often cloudy 
for successful observation. The electric lights 
of the city also interfere greatly with my view. 
I would like to have the observatory placed in 
Arizona or New-Mexico, where I would have the 
benefit of several degrees more of latitude to 
work in, and would also have 365 cloudless 
nights out of every year.” 

Mr. Warner remonstrated against the location 
of the church so near the street. but his protests 
were not heeded, and now he has given the lot 
between the new edifice and the observatory for 
a site for the Church of St. John. General re- 
gret is felt at the prospectof losing the observa- 
tory.

GREAT FLOODS EXPECTED 
THE JUNE RISE ‘COMING 
THE MISSOURI. 


DOWN 


GLOOMY PREDICTION BY THE ST. LOVIS 
WEATHER BUREAU OFFICER—EF- 
FECTS OF FRESHETS IN THE ROCKY 
MOUNTAINS, 


St. Louts, June 3.—Considerable excitement 
Was occasioned at the Merchants’ Exchange 
this morning by the report that the June rise of 
the Missouri River was coming madly down 
stream, and that at Pierre, &. D., the stream was 
rising at the rate of half afootan hour. D. J. 
Herndon, in charge of the Weather Bureau, says: 

“If the Juné rise of the. Missouri ig on its 
way down there is no telling what will be the 
result, as the Upper Mississippi is rising very 
rapidly, and at this point the river has risen a 
foot to-day, and by Sunday morning it will reg- 
ister thirty-six feet, or as high as ithas been 
during this last flood. 

“‘T am waiting to hear from Pierre, and if it 
is substantiated that the June riseis coming 
down, we will witness one of the greatest 
floods of this age.”’ 

Confirmation was received by telegraph to- 
night not only from Pierre, but from other 
points on the Upper Missouri River, that the 
annual June rise is coming fast. It is nearly 
three weeks behind time. 

The annual June rise in the Missouri River is 
caused by the melting of she snow and ice in 
the Rocky Mountains and their foot hills. In 
the recent long and severe Winter the great 
canons of the Rockies were filled with masses 
of snow and all the mountain sides were covered 
with it to the depth of several feet. 

The snow accumulated in this way usually 
begins melting about the middle of May, and the 
first effects of the rise in the Missouri, caused 
by the swelling of its numerous mountain tribu- 
taries, begin to be feltin the Mississippi below 
the mouth of the Missouri about the 22d or 23d 
of that month. Usually by that time the Spring 
freshets in the Mississippi Valley are over, but 
this year the recent great floods, supplemented 
by the heavy rains which have followed and are 
still threatening, have put the river far out of 
its banks, and it will not have time to recede, 
even should the rains cease, before the greatest 
June rise ever witnessed in this generation. 

The prospect is not only gloomy, but appal- 
ling. Kelief work, now under way, will have to 
be greatly increased to prevent widespread 
destitution, and the ruin of thousands of farm- 
ers is inevitable,

LEVEL WITH LEVEE TOPS. 


MORE CREVASSES REPORTED IN THE 
NEIGHBORHOOD OF NEW-ORLEANS. 


NEW-ORLEANS, La., June 3.—The river is up to 
the top of the levees, but only a couple of cre- 
vasses were reported to-day and both of them 
were below the city. The crevasse at New-Hope 
plantation is absorbing attention, as it controls a 
large and rich district, besides the Texas and 
Pacific Railroad. It has grown to a width of 
150 feet with a depth of 8 feet, but the railroad 
company and all the planters round about have 
concentrated forces and material and a large 


amount of work is being done. At 2 o'clock to- 
day aline of cribbing was completed and an- 
other line is now in progress. 

The principal break below the city is at Belle 
Chasse Piantation, ten miles from here, on the 
Fort Jackson and Grand Isle Railroad. [t is 
sixty feet wide by five or six feet deep. The 
break occurred inthe night, A large amount 
of material was taken down to-day by boat in 
the hope of ciosing the break. The planters 
fear that if the break is not closed the back 
water will jointhat from the New-Hope cre- 
vasee and affect all the railroads and property on 
the other side of the river. 

What is almost as serious as a crevasse was 
the giving way of fifty feet of the cribbing by 
which the recent crevasse on the Belair Plan- 
tation was closed. John Dymond, who owns 
the meg withdrew his forces before fully oom- 
pleting his protective works in order to lend 
aid in closing the Fanny crevasse adjoining. 
The replacing of the cribbing will now prove a 
difficult work, 

Two small six-foot breaks occurred on the 
Villere and the Corinne Plantations, the Jackson 
battle grounds, just below the eity. One of 
them has already been closed, and the other 
soon Will be. 

Another break oecurred in the levee yesterday 
a few miles below Arkansas City. The break is 
now 600 feet wide and 12 feet deep. The water 
from this crevasse will join the water from the 
Panther Forest break and the back waters 
which have tlooded the section adjacent te Ar- 
kansas City. 


HEAVY RAIN. AND THUNDERSTORMS. 





STREETS SUBMERGED, CELLARS FLOOD- 
ED, AND FARMS UNDER WATER. 


DerTROIT, Mich.,June 3.—For several days past 
rain has fallen at intervals, but last night it be- 
gan to pour down, and within one hour and ten 
minutes 2.40 inches had been precipitated in 
this city. It is still raining, the precipitation up 
to 9 o’clook this morning being 3.44 inches. 
The storm centred tn and was heaviest in De- 
troit, extended north along the east shore of 
Lake Huron and south into Ohio. At Alpena 
1.64 inohes fell, and at the “Soo” the record 
was about 1 inoh. 

This morning reports of damage by backing 
sewers, which were unable to carry off the im- 
mense Volumes of water, are coming in from all 
parts of thecity. Store and residence cellars 
everywhere are flooded and much damage was 
done to their contents. The Fire Department 
received something like 100 calls for assistance 
in pumping out the water from the cellars about 
the city last night. On many thoroughfares the 
car lines were covered to a depth of a foot or 
more, the cars running through water up to the 
ones. The total damage in Detroit, which is 
estimated to be up in the thousards, will not be 
known definitely for several days. 

Grand Rapids suffered severely by the heavy 
downpour of rain. The farms in the lowlands 
thereabout are under water, cropa are beaten 
down, streams are swollen, and roads are im- 
passable because of mud. A heavy wash-out is 
reported at Ada, on the Detroit, Grand Haven, 
and Milwaukee Railroad. 

TUNKHANNOCK, Penn., June 3.—A heavy storm 
in the nature of a cloudburst prevailed in this 
vicinity yesterday. There was no serious dam- 
age to property beyond the submerging of 
streets and tlooding of cellars. The storm was 
about a mile wide and moved from north to 
south. It was followed by a hailstorm lasting a 
few minutes. The hailstones were as large as 
cherries and did much damage to growing crops 
hereabout. Tunkhannock was cat off from 
communication with the outside world for sev- 
eral hours by reason of damage to tho wires. 


WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., June 3.—Very heavy 
rain fell all night, acoompanied by severe light- 


ning. The electric cars were stopped and the 
Telephone Exchange suspended business for a 
time. A dynamo in the Lycoming Electric Com- 
pany’s plant was burned out and one cirouit 
was left in darkness. A number of people were 
severely shocked by the lightning, but no lives 
were lost. 


Lock HAVEN, Penn., June 3.—Heavy thunder- 
storms, with hail and terrific displays of elec- 


tricity, passed over the western portion of this 
county last night. Hail of large size caused 
much damage to fruit trees and gardens, break- 
ing glass in windows and skrlights. Small 
wash-outs and landslides are reported on the 
railroad, necessitating transfers of passengers. 
In this olty the rain fell in torrents, but no 
damage resulted. 





A Family Struck by a Train.

CONGRESS IS SUSPICIOUS 


—_—@———. 
IT HAS DOUBTS OF THE WORK 
OF WANAMAKER’S INSPECTORS. 


THE REQUEST FOR MORE MONEY FOR 
THEM IS REFUSED—THE QUESTION 
OF SUBSIDIES CAUSES MUCH TALK— 
LOBBY OF THE LAND-GRANT ROADS. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—“*A large appropria- 
tion for special agents is a notable thing in a 
year when there is a national campaign on 
hand,” shouted Mr. Blount (Dem., Ga.,) in the 
course of debate on the Postal Appropriations 
bill in the House this afternoon. “It looks as 
if an attempt was being made to get an army of 
campaign workers into the tield.”” 

Mr. Caldwell of Ohio had offered an amend- 
ment increasing the allowance for special 
agents from $200,000 to $270,000 and the in- 
crease had been based on the estimate made by 
the Post Office Department. Figures were sub- 
mitted which showed that, with the exception 
of one or two years, $200,000 was the allow- 
ance given annually forthe last seven years. 
Mr. Blount followed up his hot shot with other 
remarks in the same line and the amendment 
was lost. 

During the consideration of the measure an 
attempt was made by Mr. Wise (Dem., Va.) to 
graft an amendment on the bill which, if it be- 
came law, would stop the further working of 
the law of the “ Billion Congress,” which gives 
to certain steamship companies several millions 
of dollars of subsidies for carrying the foreign 
mails. He tried to amend the bill by striking 
out that portion of the clause relating to for- 
eign mails which reappropriates the unexpend- 
ed balance of tormer appropriations, and re- 
poaling the Mail Subsidy act. ; 

The amendment was apparently a new thing 
for the friends of the subsidy. There was cou- 
siderable commotion, during which Mr. Dingley 
(Rep., Me.,) secured the floor and raised a 
point of order. He held that the repeal should 
come as a separate act if it were to come. After 
considerable debate the whole section was 
passed over temporarily. 

Representatives of many of the railroads 
which have been given land grants are throng- 
ing the lobbies in an endeavor to prevent the 
passage of the section of the Post Office bill 
which proposes to cut the allowance for oarry- 
ing mails on those roads down to 50 per cent. 
ofthe price paid “by private individuals for 
the same purpose.” The section gives the Post- 
master General wide discretion in making 
prices. The trans-continental lines, nearly all 
the principal lines in the West, and some in the 
South are immediately interested, and the 
“lobby ’’ which they have sent here is said to 
be one of the strongest of the session. 

The section was reached to-day, and the trou- 
ble anticipated was begun. Hayes (Dem., 
Iowa,) and Castle, (Dem., Minn.,) who live in 
sections gridironed by land-grant roads, began 
a vigorous opposition. Castle raised a point 
that, as Congress had not the constitutionalright 
to delegate the power of fixing rates to the Post- 
master General, the section was not in order. 
He was overruled and that ended the subject 
for the day. 

MR. WANAMAKER REPLIES. 

Postmaster General Wanamaker has laid be- 
fore the House Committee on Post Offices and 
Post Roads a statement and communication 
bearing on the department's connection with 
the plan to introduce pneumatic tube mail serv- 
ice in Philadelphia. 

A memorial recently presented in the House 
contained charges against Post Office officials, 
and the head of one pneumatic tube company 
intimated that Mr. Wanamaker and the lost- 
master at Philadelphia furnished public docu- 
ments for use before the city’s Council, advanc- 
lug the ilterests of a rival concern. 

Mr. Wanamaker declares that, inasmuch as 
there Was uo appropriation for pneumatic sery- 
ice, he has encourayed all parties to submit 
Whatever they pleased, and that he avoided any 
committal to any responsibility for the Govern- 
ment. Ile says that, until calied upon by a re- 
porter, be never heard of any Government offti- 
cial having any interest in either pneumatic 
tube company mentioned in @ sworn statement 
which followed the memorial. 

lhe Postinaster General, among other letters, 
sent to the committee one from George Bratton, 
who was reported as saying that Mr. Wana- 
inaker Was financially interested in a pneumatic 
tube system and was to receive an amount of 
stock When the system should be adopted. Mr. 
Bratton denies the statement attributed to him. 

THE PRESIDENT’S SILVER LETTER. 

Secretary loster on his return from New-York 
gave the President an account of several con- 
ferences in thatcity with financiers represent- 
ing different shades of tho silver question. 

In commenting on these expressions of opin- 
ion the President stated his own views to the 
Secretary upon various points raised. These 
were, in geveral terms, those set forth in the 
letter of invitation of the European Govern- 
ments to a wouetary conference, 

In this letter it is deciared to be the opinion of 
the President and, he believes, of the people of 
the United States, that afull use of silver as a 
coin metal upon a ratio to gold to be fixed by an 
@zreement between the great commercial na- 
tions of the world, would very highly promote 
the prosperity of all nations and of all classes of 
people; that he is aware, however, of the fact 
that the opinions of some other nations whose 
co-operation in a successful movement for such 
ap agreement is most desirable may not be in 
full accord with his views or with the public 
opinion of the United States; that he is led, 
however, to believe that a sontiment for a larger 
use of silver has been growing throughout the 
world, and that the time is now propitious for 
the holding of an international conference to 
discuss the whole question. 

The United States Governmont, while frankly 
disclosing its own views and the purpose it 
would desire to attain, does not wish to inter- 
pose apy conditions that will embarrass any 
Government that is willing to confer generally 
upon the subject of the proper and most ad- 
vantageous relation of silver to the coinage of 
the world, in accepting this invitation for an 
international silver conference; and the United 
States Government therefore proposes a con- 
vention of the powers for the purpose of con 
ferring as to what measures, if any, can be 
taken to increase the use of silver in the cur- 
rency systems of nations. 

The President, in his talk with the Secretary, 
assured him that he intended to take care that 
the composition of the commission shali be such 
as to couvince all fair minded people that the 
strongest possible efiort will be made to secure 
an international agreement upon an agreed 
ratio and the opening of the miptsof the world 
to the coinage of silver as freely as is now ac- 
corded to goid. 

HARLEM RIVER BRIDGES, 

The Secretary of War has transmitted to the 
Chairman of the Senate Commerce Committee 
the report of Lieut. Col. Gillespie, Engineer 
Corps, on the bill introduced by Senator Dawes, 
(Rep., Mass.,) to authorize the building of per- 
manent bridges over the Harlem River, and 
regulating the opening of the draws of the old 
bridges during the constractiou of the new ones. 

Col. Gillespie reports adversely on both 
propositions. He thinks the change from draw 
to permanent bridges inadvisable until the ex- 
isting law regulating the traflic over the Harlem 
has been given a fair trial, and 6ces no reason 
for limiting the opening of the draws to the 
hours between 10 A. M. and 4 PL. M., instead of 
between 10 A. M, and 5 P. M., as at present. 

CANADIAN CANAL TOLLS, 

Secretary Blaine and Gen. J. W. Foster, repro- 
resenting tho United States, and Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British Minister; the Hon. 
George Foster, Canadian Minister of Finance, 
and the Hon. McK. Bowell, Minister of Cus- 
tome, representing Great Britain, and incident- 
ally the Dominion Government, had a confer- 
ence atthe State Department to-day in regard 
to the traderelations between the United States 
and Canada. 

The main question at issue is the alleced dis- 
crimination on the part of Canada against the 
United Statesin the matter of tolla on the 
Welland and 5t. Lawrence Canale, which dis- 
crimination is held to be in violation of Article 
27 of the treaty of 1871. The matter was 
brought to the attention of the British Minister, 
with an intimation that the President was con- 
sidering the propriety of sending a special mes- 
sage to Congress on the ee. 

it is said, therefore, that the Canadian Minis- 
ters have brought about the present conference 
with a view of reaching an agreement that will 
obviate any desire on the partof this Govern- 
ment to resort to retaliatory measures. The 
conference will last several days. 

TO ADMIT NEW-MEXICO. 

Chairman Washington (Dem., Tenn.,) of the 
flouse Committee on Territories has been cir- 
culating a petition to-day in favor of taking up 
the bill admitting New-Mexico as a State next 
Mepday.

GRADUATION DAY AT ANNAPOLIS, 


QUINTARD AND 
TRACY ADDRESS THE CADETS. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., June 3.—Young, buoyant, 
hopeful youth colored every line in the bright 
picture of naval life thrown on the canvas of 
graduation to-day at the Naval Academy. It is 
a time of joy and gladness—the Academic Board 
is relieved from the strong tension of instruc- 
tion; the graduate from the drudgery of mili- 
tary routine in study and drill. The thrill enters 
every class in turn, for as the graduates step up 
to the responsibility of official duty, their 
juniors step up to be first-class men; theirs to 
be second-class men; theirs to be third-class 


men, and the new fourth drops its preliminary 
appellation and becomes “ the fourth class.” 

Parents and friends of graduates partake of 
the new-found joy of those they love, and, with 
the reunion of the alumni of the academy, 
brought here by their annual meeting, every 
face beams with the gladness incident to so 
auspicious and brilliant an occasion. 

Long before the time for the graduation the 
beautiful groves of the academy were filled 
with expectant spectators; a few strolled into 
the chapel. Paris of the wings and the front 
seats of the main aisle were assigned to the 
cadets, graduates to the front. Civilians who 
came were assigned seats by Naval Cadets 
Montgomery, Magill, Powelson, Peugnet, Cros- 
ley, and Nutting, who acted as ushers. 

The Board of Visitors came up to the library 
and met Secretary Tracy. As they came out 
there was the usual blare of the bugle, the roar 
of artillery, the strains of the band, and the 
present arms of the marines. A brief while 
here and the Academic Board and Board of Vis- 
itors came into the chapel, the procession head- 
ed by Superintendent Phythian and Secretary 
Tracy. They all took seats on the dais within 
the rail. The battalion came in. Chaplain H. 
H. Clarke prayed for the graduates and the 
navy, and Bishop Quintard, the orator to the 
graduates, delivered an address. 

The Bishop advised the cadets to take a 
belief in God and a reverence for His law into 
their conduct. The agnostics asked to put Him 
out of the universe, but before creation was 
was God, and He is the author of all good, and 
submission to His law is the highest perfection. 
He advised them to be loyal in their duty to 
their Government. He said that their Nation 
Was & great nation in the fact that, unlike the 
nations of Europe, that were developed from 
barbarism, America had been built up by contri- 
butions of all nations, with a thousand years 
of civilization behind it. We were great 
in material results, but what we lacked 
asanation was faithin God and a lively and sen- 
sitive conscience. The Biebop brought down 
the house by saying we did not appropriate 
enough money to the Naval Academy. He con- 
gratulated the Superintendent on what he had 
done with all the disadvantages. The build- 
ings, the orator said, inthe academy were un- 
worthy the Government. 

The Bishop ended with the benediction and 
the civlians made a hurried break for the band 
stand, where the diplomas were to be delivered. 
The crowd invaded the sacred precincis as- 
signed to the battalion and had, in spite of its 
beiug no common crowd, to be driven back to 
give room at least for the battalion to form 
three sides of a hollow square about the band 
stand, with the graduates in [rout. 

This is the loveliest spot of this lovely acad- 
emy. Ita trees are most ¢enerous, its sward 
wost green, and, ornamented wiih the blooming 
flowers of beautiful womanhood, it seemed like 
aspot transplanted from Eden. The Loard of 
Visitors took places around the band stand, the 
battalion stood in line, Lieut. William F. Fullam 
in command, 

It was now the band’s time. It had brought 
the cadets up from the chapel to the niarch of 
the “ Class of '92."" Now the bugles sounded olf 
aud the band followed with ‘“ Home, Sweet 
Home.” Then the band marched down the line 
of the battalion and played “Auld Lang Syne.” 
Halting, the musicians gave “ Life on the Ocean 
Wave.” Up to the head of the column the band 
marched again and triumphantly played ** Ye 
Land Lubbers, Lie Down Below.”’ Then the 
bugle took up the victorious note of the grad- 
uate, sounded off and blared * Retreat,’’ and the 
band ended the concert with ‘* Old Gray Horse, 
Come Outof the Wilderness.” 

Dress parade followed, then “ Graduates to 
the front and centre, march” was given, and 
the class of ’02 stepped out in front of the band 
stand. Superintendent Pbythian introduced 
Secretary Tracy. He made a brief address, say- 
ing that they had chosen their profession, and 
that their success was with themselves. He 
had no doubt that they would acquit themselves 
even better than the classes that had preceded 
thein. 

Their diplomas were then delivered to the 
cadets, beginuing with the honor man, Naval 
Cadet John )D. Beuretof Obio. As each cadet 
received his diploma he was cheered by his 
friends, Then the graduates gave three cheers 
“bor those we leave behind.”” The battalion 
responded with three “for those who are about 
to leave us.” Threc were then given for the 
Secretary of the Navy, and Cadet McDonald 
proposed three cheers, which were given, “for 
the Ordnance and Gunnery Department of the 
Naval Academy.” 

This was an unlucky proposal, as it was con- 
sidered an insult to Superintendent Phythian 
and Commandant of Cadets Chester who out- 
rank Lieut.

MENDICANT AND BANQUET 


THEY WON THE TWO STAKES AT 
MORRIS PARK YESTERDAY.

It was a pretty tame day's racing at Morris Park 
yesterday, with little to stir the blood of any one in 
any of the events unless he had a swell bet on some 
of the horses, and was sadly in need of the money. 
Both of the stake races were commonplace affairs, 
that for the two-year-old division being the Debu- 
taute Stakes for fillles that have not won a race. 
That, of course, kept the young misses that are of 
any consequence in their stables. Eight rather com- 
monplace ones went to the post.and the victory 
fell to the lot of Mendicant, a filly owned by a Mr. 
Wisner, and trained by “Doc” Street. She cost her 
owner but $350 as a yearling. 

The stake will be principally remembered for the 
wild and ‘utterly unaccountable craze there was to 
back Marcus Daly’s filly Barmaid, which had never 
been considered of any particular account by her 
trainer. Mr. Byrnes was dumfounded when he 
went into the ring and found herm hot favorite, and 
told all of his friends not to back her, as the chances 
were very much against her being placed in the race. 
Hie said that she had done nothing’ that would war- 
rant backing her, and that he only put her in to try 
and find out if she was good for anything atall. Aft- 
er the race, in which she ran last all the way, and 
was beaten by a sixveenth of a mile, he concluded 
that the best thing he could do with her would be to 
rent her for use in dragging one of the harrows about 
the track. 

Mendicant, on the other hand, with the long odds 
of 20 to 1 against her, ran at the other end of the race 
and won by a couple of Jengths from Foxhall Keene's 
lilly Procida. As usual with the Elret two-year- 
olds, the one that was thonght the least of—Propricty 
—beat the fancied one—Josephine—very easily and 
got the third money. Doggett, who rode Propriety, 
was so enraged that he lost the race that he beat the 
tilly over the head with his whip until Trainer Allen 
putastoptoit. Doggett’s temper is something un- 
controllable and some day is going to get him into 
serious trouble. 

Frank Ehret’s eyesight is not of the best, and the 
three horses that were placed all had riders with 
white jackets. Hesatin the clubhouse and thought 
that one of his horses had won the race, and began to 
be much elated over the @uccess that his trainor had 
promised him. His elation turned to disgust when 
he found that the best that either of his horses had 
done was to run into third place. 


The Fort Schuyler Stakes, (fourth race,) a run ofa 
mile for the high-class selling platers, was the live- 
liest betting race of the day. May Win was touted 
and tipped all over the track as the horse that was 
sure to win, and there was a wild plunge on him 
Uthat drove his price down from 4 and 5 tol at the 
opening to 3 to 1 at the close, the latter price obtain- 
able because M. F. Dwyer and his followers had ofce 
more pinned their faith to Banquet, arguing that 
with Taral up, the for him heavy weight of 118 
‘pounds was more than counterbalanced. So Ban- 
quet retained his place of favorite in spite of the 
plunge on May Win and the good backing that 
Arab received from those who thought he must be 
about ready to win a race. Banquet won 
and Mr. Dwyer’s stake was landed with lit 
tle trouble, for he won by four lengths 
from Westchester, who was a length in front of Mary 
Stone, May Win, Fagot, and Arab, who were allina 
bunch. Julio, who had made the running for six fur- 
longs, then quit so badly that he finished absolutely 
last, and Arab, who had run second to Julio, also 
collapsed in the last sixteenth, while Westchester 
and Mary Stone finished stronger than any of the 
others. Bergen pursued the tactics which have 
caused him so much trouble with May Win, holding 
him out of the race until the last quarter-mile pole 
was reached. Then he tried to get through, failed, 
got pocketed, and so, of course, lost the race. 


There was considerable of a surprise for the back- 
ers in the first race. It wasa welter-weight handli- 
cap at six furlongs,and Gold Dollar was a hot 
favorite in the betting, in spite of the fact that he 
had 132 pounds in the saddle. He ran infront with 
Brown Beauty for about half the route, and then the 
weight told and made him stop and fall back to the 
rear, Great Guns coming up from the ruck apd /in- 
ishing in front after a hard fight with Brown Beauty, 
who showed more speed than in any of her previous 
races.

With but three starters “in the fourth race it was 
yeta lively betting contest as between the adherents 
of Russell and Madstone, and the two alternated as 


favorites. It wasarunofa mile and an eighth and 
Mr. Lorillard’s filly Killdeer was the third starter, 
and at 5 to lin the betting. It was a peculiar race, 
for all of the horses had waiting orders, and none of 
them cared to make the pace. Madatone was finally 
forced to do it and he led, with Rasaell last until the 
last eighth mile pole was reached. There Littlefield 
gave him his head, and as he did not hit the faint. 
hearted brute with the whip, Russell kept going, 
and with a final spurt won on the post by a head. 
Killdeer was three lengths behind Madstone and did 
not show any particular speed. Russell ran the last 
tive furlongs in just a minute and the last half mile 
in 0:46, & terrific rate down the hill. 


In spite of the fact that the stable boy Kehoe had 
the mount on Hammie, the colt of Mr. Dwyer’s was 
practically the favorite for the last race, though 
Gideon & PDaly’s colt Tar and ‘Tartar, the full 
brother to Merry Monarch, and ridden by Taral, was 
heaviiy played to win by his owners and the follow- 
ers of Tarai.

ANOTHER TUNNEL SCHEME, 


ONE MAY YET CONNECT BROOKLYN AND 
JERSEY CITY. 


A railroad tunnel connecting Brooklyn with Jer- 
sey City has long been one of Mr. Austin Corbin’s 
most cherished schemes. Engineers are now at 
work for the purpose of determining the practicabil- 
ity of sucha tunnel,and should their report be & 
favorable one, Mr. Corbin believes that a sufficient 
amount of moneycan bo raised without delay to 
build the tunnel. The Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany apd the Long Island Railroad Company would 
probably be the largest stockholders. 

The proposition is to cut a tunnel, 26 feet wide and 
10 or 12 fect high, through the solid rock upon which 


Manh&ttan Island rests, and which also lies beneath 
the beds of the North and East Rivers. Should the 
—— be carried through by a combination of the 
,ennsylvania and Long Island Railroad interests, 
the last-named corporation would determine the 
location of the Brooklyn end of the tunnel and the 
Pennsylvania would fix the location of the Jerse 
City end. Some of the projectors of the tunnel thin 
that it ought to extend From @ point nearthe Brook- 
lyn City Hallto the foot of Grove Street, Jersey City. 

It is proposed to have one or two stations in this 
city, one of thera being in Chambers or Warren 
Street. A double-track railroad is to be laid in the 
tuyoel, aud the trip from one end to the ovher will 
tale about nine minutes. Suchan underground con- 
nection, it is argued, would notonly be of advantage 
to ee gr passengers on the Pennsylvania going 
east, and thréugh passengers on the Long island 
Road going west, but it would accommodate a very 
large proportion of the local trailic between Brooklyn 
and Jersey City. 


REPORTED SALE OF MINING LANDS. 

TAMAQUA, Ponn., Juno 3.—Mining circles are in- 
terested in the prospestive transfer of the only re- 
maining large tracts of undeveloped coal lands here- 
about not controlled by corporations, it having 
leaked out that Pennsylvania Railroad capitalists 
have secured an option on the Silverton and Tusca- 
rora lands and havo begun prospecting operations 
thereon. 

Tho former lands are situated near Minersville on 
the line of the new extension the Pennsylvania Com. 
pany is constructing west from Pottsville, and just 
as soon as some old legislation is settied the new 
owners will take possession, ‘‘he Tuscarora lands 
are a little west of this place and contain nearly 
2,000 acres of very valuable deposits. On the east- 
ern border of this tract the Keading Company is 
opening an immense new operation at Silver Creek. 

Lhe ‘Luscarora Jands are owned by the estates of 
F. B, Govern, P. W. Sheafer, and others, whose 
representatives have repeatedly refused offers of 
over $1,000 an acre for the property. The Sheafer 
family are friendly to the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
and it was through them that Scranton mining ex- 
perts recently secured the Chamberlain tract on the 
northern outskirts of Pottsville forthe Pennsylva- 
nia people. President Frisbie of the Schuyikill and 
Lehigh Railroad and the Leisenrings recently, it is 
said, offered $1,500 an_ acre for this tract, but could 
not get it. Between 2,000,000 and 3,000,000 tons 
of coal per annum could be readily shipped trom the 
Tuscarora tract. 

The Sheafers expected to consummate the deal 
without publicity, and refuse to aflirm the authen- 
ticity of the report, but sufticient has leaked out to 
pretty conclusively prove that the Pennsylvania can 
have the tract,and will take it “if prospecting 
warrants the payment of the high price demanded.” 
Phat this tract is very valuabie 1s evidenced by the 
fact that in its present state of wil mountain land 
itis assessed an average of several hundred dollars 
an acre.

ARANSAS PASS INVESTIGATION. 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, June 3.—The investigation 
into the charges against Receiver B. I. Yoakum of 
the San Antonio and Aransas Pass Railway was 
continued to-day. A. W. Harris, until yesterday 
General Inspector of tho road, was put on the stand 
for the defense. Ho testified that he had been a rail- 
road man twenty-five years and was thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the work. He regarded the contract 
for hauling the stone to the Galveston jetties as ex- 
tremely profitable, and said it would have been a 
great thing for the road during the dull season of 
Summer. W. Wheeler, General Manager of 
the Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fé, said that his 
road had a contract tohaul stone to the Galveston 
jetties at the rate of 1 cent per ton a mile, but that, 
when the specifications as to weight of the stone 
were Changed by the Government, the jetty people 
broke the contract. Wheeler said he was glad of it, 
as the road was losing money by it. and would have 
continued to loge. The general tenor of his testis 
mony was that the contract between his road and 
the jetty people was a better contract than the oae 
which Receiver Yoaknin attempted to tnake. 

Mr. L. J. Polk, .eneral Tranic Manager of the 
road, contended that the Yoakum coutract wotld 
have proved extremely profitable. About twenty 
aiditional experts have been summoned to testify.

MISSOURI, KANSAS AND TEXAS. 

Mr. John Greenough of the firm Poor & 
Greenough yesterday talked as follows about the in- 
come bonds of the Missouri, Kausas and Texas Rail 
road, a subject in which railroad men and Wall 
Street men have taken much interest lately:

CONSISTENCY. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, an organ 
of McKinleyism, has heard that “‘ tho great 
Western bituminous coal properties” are to 
be united in a Trust, and it complains loud- 
ly about this project, It also suggests that 
those who are reported to be planning this 
combination can be attacked by tariff log- 
islation: 

“Fortunately, these bituminous coal kings 
can be assaulted at the Custom House. There 
is a duty on this product, although none is 
levied on the anthracite variety. This will 
afford the people an avenue for a direct and 
effective attack on the schemers if they carry 
out their conspiracy. The duty on bituminous 
coal is 75 cents a ton, which should be imme- 
diately abolished if the Trust is formed. There 
must be no temporizing or parleying in this 
matter. The moment the ‘combine’ is estab- 
lished a bill should be introduced in Congress 
to admit bituminous coal free into the country.” 


But what should be done with the bills 
already introduced which provide for the 
removal or the reduction of duties used by 
Trust combinations? The Globe-Democrat 
answers this question in an editorial article 
immediately following the one from which 
the paragraph just quoted is taken. In 
this second article our contemporary says: 

“It is understood that the Senate Finance 
Committee has virtually decided to postpone 
action on all the tariff bills received from the 
House. The people will indorse this conelusion 
as one of practical sense and sound regard for 
the business interests of the country. There 
has been enough of tariff agitation for the pres- 
ent.” 

Because the bills proposed by the House, 
the Globe-Democrat says, are not “ caleu- 
lated to benefit any branch of trade or in- 
dustry,” they ‘‘may very properly be 
pigeonholed.” 

But one of them removes a duty for the 
express reason that the duty is used for the 
benefit of a Trust—and this Trust is one 
which the Globe-Democrat has attacked. 
Doos not our contemporary in St. Louis 
think the Senate ought to pass that bill? 
Wouldit ask the Senate to pigeonhole a 
bill removing the dut> on bituminous coal 
if such a bill should come over from the 
House immediately after the completion of 
a Bituminous Coal Trust? 

The Globe-Democrat must know that if 
its doctrine as announced with respect to 
a projected combination of bituminous 
coal properties should be applied to every 
tariff duty that protects and is used by a 
Trustcombination, the McKinley act would 
become a very short statute, but it does 
not put this knowledge before its readers. 
The McKinley act would be as full of 
holes asa sieve if every duty that covers 
a combination should be removed. The 
safest policy for McKinley organs is to 
make a great deal of noise occasionally 
about some one Trust and threaten the re- 
moval of its tariff duty, and at all other 
times to oppose the enactment of any bill 
for the removal of such a duty which the 
House may send to the Senate. 








THE DANGERS OF LYNCHING. 

A considerable number of persons, some 
of them possibly very worthy citizens in a 
general way and others pretty certainly 
nothing of the kind, united on Thursday in 
Port Jervis to hang a negro who iad com- 
mitted a criminal assault upon a white 
girl. The feeling that actuated the more 
respectable members of the mob was doubt- 
less the same that is cited as a defense for 
like lynching in the Southern States. It is 
that the penalty prescribed by law is not 
sufficient for the offense which is punished 
by lynching. It not to be 
that negroes are much more prone to this 
crime than whites, and the crime itself be- 
comes more revolting and infuriating to 
as South, when a 


is denied 


white men, North as well 
negro is the perpetrator and a white wo- 
man the victim. Of this the law cannot 
take notice, but it is doubtful whether the 
general conviction that the crime is capital 
ought not to be embodied in legislation. It 
is unlikely that such a change in the law 
would diminish the number of lynchings. 
These are commonly committed by crowds 
which are animated by so furious an indig- 
nation that they would not wait for the 
law to take its course, eyen though the 
punishment were capital and certain, but 
would insist upon themselves doing 
their prisoner to death rather than to 
wait for months, or even weeks, to have 
him done to death by the law. This law- 
less temper is not commendable, and it 
ought to be discouraged by the law. Al- 
though it is probable that the good citi- 
zens of Port Jervis sympathized with the 
mob when they first learned of its murder- 
ous work, it is also probable that they are 
by this time ashamed of it and of their 
sympathy with it, and regard the lynching 
as more of a disgrace to the town than the 
crime it avenged, for which only a single 
brute was responsible. ‘ 

The dangers of lynching are made espe- 
cially evident by this example. In the

But the lynchers by their precipitation 
seem to have operated a defeat of justice 
almost as great as if they had hanged the 
wrong man. The negro not only con- 
fessed his crime, but declared that he had 
been instigated to commit it by a white 
man whom he named. His inculpation of 
this man is as valuable as his inculpation 
of himself, which was held to be valid 
enough to hang him on. If we accept it, 
the white brute seems to be oven a 
baser wretch than the black brute. 
The law certainly does not provide 
an adequate punishment for the of- 
fense of the instigator of such a 
crime. If the instigation were fully proved, 
thero would be a stronger case for lynching 
the white man than there was for lynching 
the negro, It:would have been worth while 
to promise the negro some mitigation oven 
of his lawful punishment for the sake of 
securing his evidence against a more dan- 
gerous Villain. Yet thore is now no evi- 
dence at all against him, nor is any lkely 
to be produced. The word of a dead 
ruflian is all that the people of Port Jervis 
to go- by. It is enough, very 

to drive the man _ suspected 
of so horrible a-crime out of the 
place. If it be accepted, the work of 
the lynchers is censurable for being in- 
complete, as well as on other grounds. 
They have no case at all in law against the 
accused white man, and the accusation is 
not well enough supported to furnish sub- 
stantial grounds for another lynching. 
The greater criminal, if he be a crim- 
inal at all, is likely to go scot free be- 
cause the people of Port Jervis have hastily 
and carelessly hanged a man who, if he had 
been spared, might have proved a valuable 
witness. Thisisadanger of lynching that 
the lynchers have incurred which they 
themselves must confess to be a serious 
drawback to the success of their method of 
doing justice.

SUCCESSFUL TRIAL RUN OF THE SAM- 
PLE BOAT ELECTRA. 


A successful trial run was made on the Passaic 
River at Newark, N. J., yesterday afternoon by 
the electric launch Electra, the guests being 
representatives of the electrical press of this 
city 

The Eleotra was built by the Electric Launch 
and Navigation Company of this city, one of the 
bidders for the concession for passenger trans- . 
portation upon the inclused waters at the 
World’s Columbian Exposition at Chicago. Ao- 
cording to the arrangement suggested by the 
exposition authorities, itis intended as a sample 
boat of the fleet which the company will build if 
the bid is accepted. The launch is to be shipped 
to Chicago at once, and will be at the service of 
the exposition committee having the bida, in 
charge during the month of June. 

The Electra isa handsoms launch built of 
Spanish cedar, in natural finish, on an oak 
frame. She wasdesigned by William Gardner 
and ©. D. Mosher, the latter famous from his 
association with the fleet launch Norwood, and 
in model the Electra somewhat resembles this 
noted craft. She is intended to seat twenty- 


tive to thirty persons and her lines are designed 
—— realization of @he best speed with a full 
oad. 

Tho launch was built at Bay Ridge, was 
launched May 14, and finished and fitted with 
batteries, inqgor, and screw at Harrison, N. J. 

Her length ver all is 34 feet; load water line, 
31 feet 6 inches; beam, 6 feet, and maximum 
draught, 26 inches. The motive power is seventy- 
eight cells of storage battery of the Consolidat- 
ed Electric Storage Company’s type 17-8, and a 
tfour-horse-power electric motor of per and 
compact design, which is capable of developing 
twelve-horse power if force 

Frederick Reckenzann, the electrician of the 
company, is a brother of Anthony Reckenzann, 
who has been prominent in developing the 
electric launch service on the Thames and in 
other parts of the United Kingdom, and he has 
for two years maintained for his private use the 
electric launch Magnet upon the waters about 
New-York City. 

The interior of tho Electra is unobstructed by 
engine or motor. The batteries are ranged 
slong the sides of the hull under the seats and 
concealed by mahogany panels. A jelly electro- 
lyte is used in the batteries, so that there is no 
danger from spilling. 

The motor is undera platform amidship, one 
step above the tioorof the boat The platform 
is utilized as a gangway, passengers boarding 
the launch at the centre, where the cayly- 
striped awningis arched to allow of entrance 
without stooping. Forward tho controlling 
switch and the steering wheel are placed, the 
power being directly under the control of the 
helmsman. 

The batteries are connected in parallel; both 
slow and normal speeds are provided for, and 
the propeller is reversed by reversing the di- 
rection of the current through tho armature. 
Tho current used has a potential of seventy-five 
volte, and thirty amperes are uscd at normal 
speed. Tho propeller shaft is of Tobin bronze, 
and the two-bladed propeller is 18 inches in 
diameter and 12 inches pitoh. 

The launch was manceuvred on the river at 
about the speed of the ordinary steam launch. 
{tis wonderfully quick in turving owing to its 
rocker keel, which permits a tactical diameter 
of about one and a half times its own length. 

Fully-charged batteries will provide power 
for ten hours’ ordinary running. 

If the company’s bid is aceepted, fifty or more 
launches like the Electra will be built. Gen. C. 
If. Barney, General Manager of the company, 
and Mr. Frederick Reckenzann explained the 
equipment of the boat to the interested elec- 
tricians,

THEY DON’T KNOW WHAT THAT HOFF- 
MAN HOUSE CONFERENCE IS TO DO. 


The calling of a conference of the Albany 
Convention's delegates to the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention for Monday night at the Hoff- 
man House surprised a good many of the 
politicians yesterday. Just what the purpose 
of this conference isto be is a matter of wide 


speculation because a mecting of this sort fs so 
unusual. 

Commissioner of Public Works Gilroy said 
yesterday that no business of importance would 
be transacted at the meeting.

Register Frank T. Fitzgerald, who is Ben- 
jamin Woods's alternate, shared the same view, 
aud said that the business to be done could be 
much more conveniently done here than in 
Chicago, and that it was simply of a routine 
cbaracter. 

_ Chairman Edward Murphy of the Democratic 
State Committee is quoted as talking in the 
same strain. 

It has always been found very convenient to 
hold such meetings in the convention city. 

There were various theories afioat in the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel and Hoffman House corridors last 
night as to what the conference would do. One 
story had it that Senator Hill had called it for 
the purpose of getting the delegates, if possible, 
to pledge themselves to stick to him in the con- 
vention, no matter what might come.

COSTER § MARTIN'S FAILURE. 


THE SENIOR MEMBER OF THE FIRM 
TESTIFIES AS TO THE CORN DEAL. 


CuIcaGo, June 3.—Mombers of the firm of 
Coster & Martin, their assignee, Morris Hozle, 
and Broker Adams, who acted with them during 
the corn deal, were before Judge Scales to-day 
on a citation, and an examination was com- 
menced for the purpose af finding out something 
about the assets of the firm. 

Charles Coster, the senior member of the firm, 
wasexamined. He was in the chair for a little 
over two hours, and his testimony was full of 
interesting facts. The capitalof his firm wae 
approximately $100,000, all of which was in- 
vested in the business. D. £. Jackson, a young 
Now-York bachelor, furnishoed $60.000 of this 
amount; Coster $20,000, and the Martins, Ar- 
fred and Will, about $20,000 jointly. 

There was no intention on thetr part, he said, 
to run a deal in May corn until about the middle 


of the month, when they discov ered that they 
had purchased so much May, against which 
June was sold, that they needed to do but litile 
to corner the market. The only people inter- 
ested with thom as customers were one of their 
clerks, Franzoria, who had 5,000 bushels, and 
Bartlett « lrazier, a Board of Trade firm, whe 
had 40,000 bushels, 

The corn for Bartlett & Frazier was bought 
for them around 65 cents. As it neared the 
close of the month and it became apparent that 
more ig: oy! was going to be needed, Coster 
went to the Bank of Montreal, and on @ show: 
ing of his exact position in the market, May 
bought and June sold, the bank agreed to fur- 
nish him all the money necessary to take care 
of tho corn that would be delivered on the May 
contracts, and also to take care of the extra 
cash corn that would be for sale the last day of 
the deal. 

At the close of business Saturday, May 28, the 
firm was long about 560,000 bushels of May 
corn. {t had bought during the month 1,020,- 
000 bushels. Of this quantity 460,000 bushele 
had been paid for with checks on the Bans 
of Montreal. The warehouse receipts for the 
delivered corn were turned over to the bank 
a8 Collateral. Thore was a loss in this corn, foy 
it had been bought at un average price of 60 te 
65 cents a bushel and was taken by the bank at 
an average of about 50 cents # bushel. 

When Tuesday morning came Coster turned 
over to the bank an order for a balance of 
$20,000 or so due from the Board of Trade 
Clearing House and a cheok for $17,000 paid 
by William Dunn for wheat sold him and deliy- 
ered Saturday. He also went to the bank and 
gave his demand note to Monros, the manager, 
for $300,000, and had it discounted and depos- 
ited to his credit. This three-hundred-thousand- 
dollar loan was secured to the bank by the ware- 
house receipts for 460,000 bushels of corn 
worth 50 cents a bushel, and was to be checked 
— in payment for the May corn still due the 

rm. 

The warehouse receipts were to be turned 
into the bank. Coster figured that, in addition 
to this 560,000 bushels, there would not be over 
40,000 or 50,000 bushels of cash corn to take 
care of. But instead of this the traders took 
the contract-grade corn, which should have 
been delivered on contracts of 40 cents, and sold 
itat $l. They got 75,000 bushels of this at the 
start, and the moment that Coster discovered 
the scheme of the shorts he notified Monroe 
that they were getting much more corn than 
they expected at the high price, and the bank at 
once ceased certifying the checks. Then the 
firm’s trade was ordered closed out and the ag- 
signinent followed. 

Coster said that the firm’s indebtedness to the 
bank was over $30,000 over and above the se- 
cured indebtedness. Some of the houses whose 
checks were thrown out are endeavoring to see 
if they cannot hold the bank for the amount. 

It was learned in the examination that Coster 
had nothing except the mwoney that was in- 
vested in the business and his membershipin 
the Board of Trade. His New-York member- 
ship he sold at the time of the Hatch bill agita- 
tion. He was not able to furnish any informa- 
tion about the resources of the New-York 
partner, who, while he had 60 por cent. of the 
capital of the firm, was to get but 20 per cont. 
o? the profits.

HENRY C. JOHNSON. 

Ex-Commissioner of United States Customs 
Henry O. Johnson, who, while on his way to his 
home in Meadville, Penn., was stricken with 
paralysis a short time since, died yesterday at 
the age of sixty-seven.

THE PENNSYLVANIA CARRIED 
THEM TO MINNEAPOLIS. 


MINNEAPOLIS, June 3.—The special train bear 
iug the Washington correspondents to the con- 
vention reached its destination at 2:10 o'clock 
this afternoon. It was only about forty min- 
utes late. This isa remarkable record, consid- 
ering the distance traversed and the fact that 
for several hundred miles the route was over a 
single-track railway. 

Seventy men comprised the party. When 
they assembied in the Pennsylvania station at 
Washington Wednesday night they found a 
train of six cars drawn up awaiting them. 
There was a Pullman vestibule baggage and 
emoking car, a Pullman vestibule dining car, 
three Pullman vestibule sleeping cars, and a 
Pullman vestibule observation car. 

Each car, the best of its kind, was manned by 
an efticient force of porters. The train was in 
charge of George W. Boyd. the Assistant Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent of the Pennsylvania sys- 
tein. 

It was scheduled to leave the station at a min- 
ute after midnight, but it was 12:15 o'clock be- 
fore the last piece of baggage was aboard and 
the signal given to start. The route was through 
Baltimore to Harrisburg, over the Bultimore 
and Potomac and Northern Central, thence di- 
rect westward over the main lino of the Penn- 
sylvania. es 

The journey over the mountain division was 
all that could be desired by those who had not 

reviously made it. Soon after 11 o’clock Pitts- 

urg was reached, and the correspondents 
turned their watches back an hour to suit the 
fashion of keeping Central time, which prevails 
between Pittsburg and the Missouri. 

At Pittsburg slight traces of the Blaine boom 
were discovered. This was explained on the 
ground that Clarkson, Quay, and afew other 
Blaine men had passed westward only a few 
hours previous. The train rushed out of Pitts- 
burg close to schedule time, and the journey 
toward the Mississippi was continued till night- 
fall, with only a few stops.

The iact that the Cana- 
dian Cabinet Ministers were waiting to continue 
the conference with Mr. Biaine at the State be 
partment gave him au easy excuso for going 
away early.

Jacob John Heep, a locksmith and machinist 
living on Hoffmann Boulevard, Newtown, L. L, 
had a narrow escape from death yesterday 
while digging a well on Grand Strect, Maspeth, 
in front of the residence of Charies Lang. Had 
it not been for the help volunteered by more 
than 300 men Heep would have been crushed to 
death beneath tons of sand. 

While busily engaged at 7 o'clock yesterday 
morning at a depth of thirty feet, filling the 
tubs that his two workmen were hoisting from 
the well hole, a surface car of the Brooklyn 
Grand Street line went by and the bank sank 


in, imprisoning Heep. The planking was loosened 
by the cave-in, and formed a sort of tent over 
him. 

Help was summoned and one of the first men 
to arrive upon the scene was the Rev. J. E 
Mallman, rector of the Newtown Presbyterian 
Church, who, sinking on his knees, scraped up 
handfuls of dirtand cast itaside. Inspired by 
his oxample, many onlookers rushed in all di- 
rections after shovels and spades. 

With blood dripping from his fingers the cler- 
gyman worked on. Again and again he was 
told to leave the pit, that his work was all in 
vain. Tothese people his reply was: 

‘* While there’s life, boys, there’s hope. Every 
grain of dirtout of this hole brings the poor 
fellow nearer to us. Jump innow and try to 
save him.’’ 

From that time up to 4:30 o'clock in the after- 
noon more than 300 volunteers plied the spade 
with vigor, in hopes of saving the imprisoned 
man, one gang relieving another. The work 
was carried on under the personal direction of 
William Monwaring, an expert well-digger. A 
large box and braces were built around the 
cave-in to prevent another landslide. At 4:30 
one of the diggers struck a board with his 
shovel. In an instant the plank was raised. 
Beneath could be seen the semi conscious forin 
of Heep. He was lifted out and carried from 
the cave. Dr. A. C. Combes found that he was 
not fatally hurt. He was taken to his home, 
where, speaking about bis experience last 
night, he said to a TIMES reporter: 

“For fully four hours I thought I was a 
‘goner.’ Hadit not been for the pipe that Mon- 
waring put into that well 1 would never have 
lived to tell the story. I had almost given up 
all hope of ever secing my wife and family 
again. But I prayed to God while lying down 
there helpless and felt that Ne would save me. 

“While [could hear the men above me talk- 
ing, I was powerless to speak.” 

Heep sank over in his bed exhausted and 
cried like a child.

PALMER IS IN EARNEST. 


ACTION IN THE 
A. R. 


ALBANY, June 3.—Capt. John Palmer, Com- 
mauder in Chief of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, to-day issued a special order which 
shows that he is determined that the colored 


posts in the Department of Louisiana shall be 
recognized by the posts composed of their white 
comrades. 

In this order the Commander in Chief says: 

“The Janior Vice Commander of the Department 
of Louisiana 2nd Mississippi having refused to be 
voverned by the action of the Twenty-tifth National 
Encampment at Detroit, and having failed te comply 
with the orders from these headquarters to recognize 
the colored posts, it becomes the duty of the Com- 
mander in Chief to suspend him,: which is hereby 
done. 

* Comrade A. & Badger, a Past Departmont Com. 
mander of that department, will at once assume coim- 
mand as Commander pro tempore, recognize the 
colored posts, and proceed in accordance with the 
rules and regulations governing the Grand Army of 
the Republic.” 

In hie letter of instructions to Mr. Badger, Mr. 
Palmer says: 

“ For some six months these colorod posts were 
recognized by the Department of Louisiana, after 
whicn, by illegal action, they refused to have any 
further connection with them, giving as the ground 
for such action the assertion that these posis con- 
tained many members who were not eligihle to mem- 
bership, but furnishing no proof thereot. Out of this 
illegal action, nore than any other, the present de- 
plorable condition of the department has grown, 

“do remove ail grounds of doubt or suspicion in 
this matier, you will atonce proceed to a thorough 
inspection of these colored posts, examine the 
records as to the eligibility of every one claiming 
mewhership, and report to the headquarters the re- 
sultof such inspection. If the situation in any of 
the posts is shown t» be as has been Claimed, such 
will at once be taken toannul the charters of steps 

0S ta. 

' “You will also call a provisional cacampment of 
your department at some convenient time betore the 
ist day of July next, for the purpose of electing de- 
partment officers and transacting other business of 
general interest. Your attention is called to the 
rules of the order regarding the surrender ot post 
charters. From news received at these headquar- 
ters it is felt that action is proposed which is in 
violation of these rules.”

CONVICTS TRY TO ESCAPE. 


—_—.———— 
REVOLT OF PRISONERS IN A SPANISH 
JAIL—HELD AT BAY BY ONF MAN., 


VaLenciA, June 3.—Much excitement was 
created hore to-day by tho rovolt of a largo 
number of convicts in one of the correctional 
institutions of this city who mado a daring at- 
tempt to gain their freedom. 

The scene of the trouble was the Ban Augus- 
tin Prison. Three hundrod prisoners confined 
there made a break for liberty, and but for the 
coolness and determination displayed by an 
official would doubtless have carried thoir plans 
to a successful issue. 

These prisoners, on the pretext that the food 
with which they were being supplied was bad, 
made a united attempt to force their way out of 
the building. Thoy-smashed down a number of 
partitions and doors which barred their prog- 
ress and succeeded in overpowering the ward- 
ers. 

The mob of criminals had almost reached the 
exits and were about to make their escape, 
when Gov. Salcedo, who had been apprised of 
the mutiny, suddenly appeared on the scene. 


He was well armed, and took in the situation at 
aglance. He fired a revolver at the mass of ex- 
cited men, at the same time loudly announcing 
that he would shoot down the first man who at- 
ee to pass him. 

His apparent determination to carry out his 
threats, and the display of the firearms which 
he bore. had a quieting eftect on the prisoners, 
and they shrank back from him, one and all 
fearing to make any further attempt to ad- 
vance. 

The Governor was thus able to hold the mal- 
contents at bay until a body of military had 
been summoned to the prison. The soldiers 
soon had the unruly prisoners under subjection, 
and the latter quietly allowed themselves to be 
placed securely in their cells.

THE NUMBER OF DEAD NOW PLACED 


AT 400. 


PRAGUE, June 3.—It is estimated that fully 
408 persons lost their lives in the Birkenberg 
silver mine disaster. Among those who were 
killed were five students from the Mining 
Academy, who were studying the working of 
the mine to gain a practical knowledge of min- 
ing operations. 

Gas continues to form in great volumes in the 
mine, and the Maria shaft is so filled with it 
that the volunteers who are seeking to recover 
the bodies are greatly hampered in their work. 
It is thought now that it will be a fortnight be- 
fore all the bodies will be taken out. 

Trenches are being dug in the churchyards 
large enough to hold 350 bodies. ee 

Every effort is being made by the authorities 
to alleviate the distress of the sufferers. The 
bodicvs will be buried at the expense of the 
State. Tho wotion madein the lower house 
ofthe Austrian Reichsrath to have the the Im- 
perial Government aid the sufferers is very 
favorably commented upon, as is also the pro- 
posal to erect a monument as a memorial tothe 
four brave miners who Jost their lives while 
trying to save their comrades.

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CADETS BUILD A BRIDGE 


PLENTY OF ENTERTAINMENT FOR 
WEST POINT V1SITORS. 


MEETINGS OF OLD COMRADES—GEN. 
AGNUS’S STORY OF THE WONDER- 
FUL YORKTOWN GUN — TO-DAY’S 
GREAT CAVALRY CHARGE. 


West Pornt, N. Y., Juno 3.—Should the doc- 
tors ever get in a way of discarding drugs when 
prescribing scdatives and restoratives and order 
two-week doses of West Point instead, they 
would become more popular*than they are now 
and would make bigger fortunes into the bar- 
gain. The military system makes the place 
seem quiet. Itis peaceful and restful, A man 
could bring a bundle of shattered nerves here 
and see them heal by first intention. And tho 
Point is never dull. 

The ordinary clty person, going out into the 
country with his umbrella in one hand, natural- 
ly feels that he carries his life in the other. 
There are animals in a semi-civilized state 
roaming atlarge. No wonder he trembles and 
longs for a tree. But that isn’t so at West 
Point. The dogs are under the best military 
discipline; they never snap at the civilian 
passer-by. No hugo cow looms threateningly 


across the plain. As a weapon the umbrella is 
out of place. 

The regulations of the Academy prohibit 
cadets from carrying umbrellas or any protec- 
tion like them, butin the unwritten law of the 
place exists an exception. When a cadet is 
walking with a girl, and the girl has an um- 
brelia or parasol, and is willing, then the cadet 
may carry itfor her. It is one of the essentials 
of cadet etiquette that he should doso. And 
there was never a girl here yet who was not 
willing. 

This was exemplified yesterday. She was a 
pretty little thing, petulant in a pleasing way. 
He was almost a first class man and quite will- 
ing to assume first-class dignity. She professed 
displeasure at the way in which he carried her 
parasol. 

“If youdon’t carry it so as to keep the sun 
off,” said she with a threatening smile, “I'll 
take it away from you.” 

“DTlldo the best I can,” replied he with his 
best section-room air, ‘but my astronomical 
tables do not provide for the sun at this alti- 
tude.” 

She was too mystified to do anything but 
smile at him and he retained the parasol, and, 
fortunately, his presence cf mind. For directly 
she was alarmed atan exceptionally tine large 
bug crawling on her sleeve. He_ picked it off 
leisurely, carried it away some distance to a 
safe place, and returned to her side. 

“Why di.n’t you sill it! the horrid thing,” 
said she, meaning the bug. No cadet was ever 
so genuinely surprised. 

“ Killit!” said he, softly. ‘‘ Do you think I'd 
kiilit! You must tke me for a common mur- 
dever. Remember, please, that [ am a soldicr.” 

The gitl said afterward that she enjoyed her 
walk with him everso much. He, it should be 
said, wus a cadet professional humorist, and the 
quotations are specimens of his art. 

Here is a feature of the American military 
service worth touching upon. Every soldier 
knows how closely the hardships of campaign- 
ing bind the hearts of nen; that there are no 
friendships like army friendships, no faith like 
that of acomrade. But the army 1s small, and 
the area to be covered is wide. Army life is a 
succession of changes of station and of fare- 
wells tofriends. Now and then there isareunion, 
but the separations occur far oftener. 

‘Thus three officers met here the other day. It 
was quite by accident. Col. Hamilton 8, Haw- 
kins, Twenty-third Infantry, now Commandant 
of Cadets, sat in the afternoon upon his porch. 
Along came Prof. John W. Clous, who teaches 
the cadets law. He sat down forachat. Pres- 
ently these two espied a third—a stout, firmly- 
built man in civilian clothes—coming up the 
olticers’ line. They looked at him with a sug- 
gestion of remembrance tillhe came opposite. 
Then they knew him. 

‘Why, Upham, how are you!” saidthey. Ho 
was Col. Upham, retired. A quarterof a cent- 
ury ago the three were serving together in the 
sixth Infantry. Orders came scattering them 
to different stations, and they bad not seen each 
other since. 

It is believed that men do not have very much 
to say on these occasions. Their minds go back 
aud they are twenty-five years younger in an 
instant, but there 1s nothing in the remem- 
brance to talk about. They look eaci other over, 
note the deeper lines of the face, the frosted 
hair, the increased girth, but they forbear to 
mention these things. It would be all nonsense 
to say: “ You haven't changed a bit—same boy 
as ever—knew youin a minute.” That would 
deceive nobody. So they are rather more quiet 
than common, till, by and by, they find that all 
three are grandfathers. Then there's a safe 
and common ground upon which they may 
meet, andthey go on from that point together 
rejoicing. 

The booming of the big guns at the seacoast 
battery yesterday reminded Gen. Agnus of a 
story, Which, as none present had heard it, he 
proceeded to relate. 

‘* At the siege of Yorktown, in 1861, we hada 
big gun mounted on a parapet, and manned by 
detachments under the Comte de Paris and the 
Duc de Chartres. The gun was supposed to be 
aterror; it had been scientifically built, and 
great interest was felt in its test. 

* When the day for that arrived, everybody 
was there who could comp. ‘There were Gens. 
McClellan, Sumner, Hooker, Warren, and 
Sprague. Our French brethren were from the 
English artillery school at Woolwich, and they 
had promised great things for the gun. 

“ The projectile was about three feet long and 
looked like a section of stovepipe. Off went 
the ganand off went the projectile. But you 
never saw such an eccentric thing. Instead of 
going in a handsome curve for the enemy's 
works, it turned somersaults as it went. It 
whirled along like a crazy shot. But it struck 
the parapet aimed at all right. 

‘“‘It sustained even then its cecentric con- 
duct. It fairly walked upthat parapet end 
over end and disappeared inside. It was a 
thing endowed with life. 

“So it was with every slot fired from that 
gun; every shot wouldtumbile. We could hit the 
works, but there was no telling where the shot 
would explode. So the gun was condemned as 
useless. 

* About that time we captured a stray Confed- 
erate, and from him it was learned that the per- 
formance ofthat gun wasa subject of wonder 
and study inside the Yorktown intrenchments. 
Gen. Joseph E. Johnston wag said to regard the 
gun as a wonderful invention and to be study- 
ing it as closely as he could,for the havoc 
wrouglit by those whirling shots was something 
terrible. They would walk up the parapet, 
climb down the inside, and then zigzag about 
the streets of Yorktown, looking for the points 
at which they could explode and do the most 
damage. Magazines were favorite places. 

“It was reported in Yorktown that all the 
Yankee artillery was to be armed with guns 
firing these automatic projectiles. That caused 
a profound sensation, a disinclination to con- 
tinue the defense. Aud, as you know, York- 
town surrendered.” 

The Board of Visitors to-day called as a com- 
mittee upon the protessors of the Military Acad- 
emy. Inquiry was made as to the conduct of 
each department of study. 

The examinations of all the classes continued. 
The second class was finished in philosophy, 
and was said to have done well throughout. 
The first class expects to compicte its examina- 
tions by Tuesday night. Then its members will 
have no cares and troubles to interfere with 
their enjoyment of graduation week. 

The drill this afternoon before the Board of 
Visitors was the constructionof a ponton bridge. 
it wars built by details from the first and second 
classes under the command of Cadet Capt. suim- 
merall. Two trestles and eleven ponton boats 
were used in the construction, and the com- 
pleted bridge was 275 feet long. It was built 
from the shore to a dock, and did not oceupy 
more than half an hour in building. 

This was # showy drill, butit was pretty and 
inatructive. The pontons, manned by cadet 
crews, Were brought to their proper positions 
and anchored. More cadets were ready with 
balks to lay froin boat to boat. These were 
lashed in place and the chess laid on them. The 
bridge grew as rapidly as the historic gourd. 
Orders were short and sharp, and the williny 
cadets moved about ata lively trot obeying 
them. 

When completed the bridge hung securely 
fastened at each end, swaying in the middle 
with the movement of the water. Visitors were 
assured that a heavy piece of field artillery 
could be taken across it int safety, but some 
thought it a doubtful statement; they admitted 
that their experience with ponton bridges was 
limited. 

When the bridge was tinished the Board of 
Visitors were invited to walk across. Some 
looked once at the bridge and started; others 
looked twice and staid where they were. The 
cadets marched acrossin a body, and demon- 
strated that it was a good bridge. 

To-morrow is the day set for the great drill of 
cavalry upon the pluin. This is the drill in 
which cadets delight and which always attracts 
the greatest crowd of visitors. Good riding is 
always a thing to be admired, and graduating 
cadets can ride in competition with’ any known 
horsemen. ‘Lo-morrow they will be at their 
best. 

For many years it was the custom to conelude 
the graduating ride on the plain with a charge 
from the chapel and library northward over the 
plain to the hotel grounds, This was a grand 
spectacle. But it cauie to be a fashion with 
cadets to allow their horses to ran away with 
them in the charge, and sometimes cadeis were 
really hurt. One who lias seen cadets ride ean 
hardiy be expected to believe that without 

roof, butitisse. So the order went forth pro- 

ibiting the charge, and it was done away with. 

But this year’s class is astrong vavalry class. 
The boys ride exceptionally well, and they have

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FOLEY, CHARGED WITH BEING THE 
NEGRO’S ACCOMPLICE, ARRESTED, 


Port JERVIS, N. Y,, June 3.—P. J. Foley, the 
young white man suspected of complicity in 
the assault upon Miss McMahon, for which 
Robert Jackson, alias Lewis, colored, was 
lynched last night, was arrested early this morn- 
ing and placed in the village lock-up. [t was 
decided to transfer him to the county jail at 
Goshen as soon as possible. 

This action was expected, and a large crowd 
gathered at the station to intercept Foley on 
his way to tho noon train. Had he been taken 
to the station there would have been a repeti- 
tion of the scenes of last evening, and the au- 
thorities were obliged to resort to strategy to 
get him safely out of town. 

The train or which he was to zo was backed 
down to the foot of Sussex Street, in which the 
jail is situated. The constabulary and a large 
force of special police were stationed along the 


route from the jail to the railroad tracks, and a 
number of law-abiding citizens stood ready to 
aid the police in protecting their prisoner from 
mob violence. Foley was taken from the jail 
to the train by Chief of Police Kirkman, pre- 
ceded and followed by detachments of police. 
The train moved swiftly out of the yard through 
a crowd of men who would have torn the pris- 
oner to pieces had they been able to lay hands 
upon him. 

The scenes of last night’s tragedy will long be 
remembered here The mob surrounded the 
wagon in which Jackson had been brought to 
the village and overpowered the guard. A rope 
was placed about the neck of the prisoner, and 
he was dragged up Sussex Street, the intention 
being to hang him to the nearest tree. Then 
William Bonar, who aided Policeman Yaple in 
his attempt to dissuade the mob from its pur- 
pose, in order to gain time suggested that the 
man be taken to the McMahon house, in Kings- 
ton Avenue, for identifloation. 

This proposition for the time met with seem- 
ing acquiescence, and the crowd continued on 
its way up Sussex Street. The prisoner was 
kicked and beaten, and his clothing was nearly 
torn off A few men did all in their power to 
quell the mob. Among them were Judge Will- 
jam Hl. Crane, William C. Bonar, Editor William 
T. Doty, Nate Wellman, Benjamin Kyall, Dr. 
J. Halsey Hunt, © F. Vaninwegen, the Rev. 
William H. Hudrut, and others. All along the 
route from the jail efforts were made by Yaple 
and the civilians named to rescue the prisoner. 
Bonar fought dosperately from the jail to Fer- 
gusov Avenue and several times succeeded in 
removing the rope from the negro’s neck. 

In front of the Methodist church the crowd 
halted and the cry went up, ‘‘Lynoh him!” 
“Lynch him!” but again the execution of the 
negro was delayed, and the crowd pursued its 
way up Sussex Street to Main, and down Main 
asfaras its junction with Ferguson Avenue. 
Then the cry went up, ‘We will go no further; 
hang him to the nearest tree.” There was a 
sudden rush toward atree standing nearly in 
front of the house of F. G. Fowler. A rope was 
thrown over one of the limbs, the end was 
seized by the crowd, and the negro'’s body shot 
up in view of the mob. At this point one of the 
most determined diversions in favor of law and 
order was made by William H. Crane. Le 
pushed his way through the crowd and succeed- 
ed in gaining temporary possession of the rope. 
In spite of all resistance he lowered the rope 
and succeeded in detaching the noose from the 
prisoner's neck. Then, standing over him, Crane 
endeavored to reason With the mob. A moment 
later he was overpowered and the negro was 
run up. 

O. P. Howell, President of the village, sum- 
mnoned the members of the police to his office 
last night, and after questioning them closely 
became satistied that Policeman Altermeir had 
been guilty of dereliction and dismissed him ou 
the spot. 

A warrant is out for Foley onacharge of 
blackinail, based on letters he wrote to Miss 
McMahon. In them he demanded money, 
threatening toruin her reputation if she refused. 

Foley says that the girl's parents did not ob- 
ject to his attentions to her until last January, 
when he was sent to jail for not paying a board 
bill. Miss McMahon quarreled with her parents 
about him, and finally went to New-York and 
staid with a friend for several days. On Thurs 
day morning he mether. She tola him of her 
trouble, and they went to the woods on the 
banks of the Neversink, where he left her, re- 
turning to Port Jervis for saudwiches. On his 
return she asked him to have an expressman go 
to her home to get her trunk and valise, and he 
started back to the village for that purpose,

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 


, New-York, Friday, June 3—P. M. 

It was another very uninteresting day in the 
Btock market. Trading was extremely light, 
and most of it was confined to half a dozen 
atocks. Inthe early morning weakness pre- 
vailed, but subsequently the efforts of the bears 
tocover short contracts imparted strength to 
the list. In the last hour New-England was 
raided, and it closed 14, points lower. Burling- 
ton also suftered to a similar extent. 

The weakness in Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
securities which developed yesterday was ex- 
plained to-day by a semi-official announcement 
as to the position of the second mortgage bonds, 
the interest on which falls duein August. These 
bonds are entitled to2 # vent. interest semi- 
annually, but it cannot be paid unless it is 
earned within the period for which it is paid, 
and it is not cumulative. This arrangement 
runs till August, 1895, when the interest be- 
comes cumulative. It seems that the com- 
pany’s earnings for the present six months will 
fall short of the necessary amount to make the 
August payment and that the bondholders will 
get nothing then. The company, however, for 
the whole year will earn more than 4 ¥ cent. on 
the seconds, and they will receive 2 * cent. in 
February next. The other 2 # cent. will go 
into the property, and the improvements which 
will be made will be of a permanentcharacter. lt 
is asserted thatthe coming August will be the last 
interest period when payment on the seconds 
will be omitted. The passing of the interest in 
August instead of being an injury improves the 
position of the firsts, and, barring the tempo- 
rary disappointment, does no harm to the 
seconds. 

There was a fair trade in the industrials, par- 
ticularly in Sugar and Whisky. The latter was 
advanced to 50, a gain of 144 points, by the op- 
erations of a small speculative pool. Illinois 
Central advanced from 1012 to 103 on fairly 
large bnying, based on a rumor of important 
developments favorable to the property, the 
nature of which, however, was not disclosed. 

The general list fluctuated within narrow lim- 
its, most of the changes being fractional. The 
principal changes were: Advanced—Citizens’ 
Gas of Brooklyn, 3%s; Chicago Stock Yards, 3; 
Long Island, 2%; Omaha preferred, 142; Whisky, 
1s, and Mexican National Construction,1. De- 
cliined—Duluth, South Shore, and Atlantic pre- 
ferred, 142; Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
and New-England, each 113; Delaware and Hud- 
son, Denver and Rio Grande preferred, Michi- 
gan Central, and Manitoba, each 1; Louisville 
and Nashville, 7s, and Wheeling and Lake Erie 
preferred, “4.

ARRESTED ON THE COMPLAINT

Court Policeman Bernard Connolly was afoot 
early yesterday morning and waited patiently 
near the house of the Key. Thomas Dixon, Jr., 
61 West Ninety-fourth Street, until 9 o’clock, 
the hour at which he had promised to call upon 
Mr. Dixon to serve the warrant in Excise Com- 
missioner Koch's suit for criminal libel against 
the preacher for words uttered last Sunday. At 
9 o'clock the officer was received with much 
cordiality by Mr. Dixon. 

After such ceremonies of tearful farewell to 
wife and babes as were necessary, Mr. Dixon, 
Policeman Connolly, John W. Stevens, a real 
estate agent who was prepared to qualify as a 
bondsman, anda few reporters went down to- 
gether on an elevated train and reached the Jef- 
ferson Market Police Court a littie before 10:30 
o'clock. There the party was joined by John 
R. Abney and Frank Moss of the Society for 
the Prevention of Vice, who were Mr. Dixon's 
legal representatives. 

Justice Grady’s mill was grinding out its 
usual grist of small offendors, and, after Mr. 
Dixon’s name and titles had been entered in the 
Sergeant's register, the party went into a pri- 
vate room. In response te the request of the 
lawyers, the hearing was set down for next 
Wednesday, at 2 o’clock, at that place. 

Bail was required in the sum of $1,000, and 
some delay was caused by the non-arrival of 
Increase M. Grinnellof 38 West Ninety-fourth 
Strect, who had promised to appear as bonds- 
man. Mr. Stevens had accompanied Mr. Dixon 
in case Mr. Grinnell should not come. But he 
did come after awhile, was accepted by the 
court, and furnished as security a piece of prop- 
erty at 43 West Sixty-sixth Street, valued at 
$32,000 and mortgaged for $12,000. 

Commissioner Koch was present with his 
counsel, ex-Judge Pitman. Mr. Kocb was asked 
if he had read the statement made by Mr. Dixon 
night before last that he (Koch) was so drunk 
at the time of ht} trial that he rolled upon the 
floor, and whethér he wished to say anything 
aboutit. Mr. Koch said he had seen it. but had 
no remarks at all to make exoept that the state- 
ment was not true. 

Mr. Dixon said he did not propose to show his 
hand until the case should come before the 
Court of General Sessions, where it will be 
tried. With this understanding, itis probable 
that at the hearing next Wednesday Mr. Dixon 
will exercise his right to examine such wit- 
nesses as he may choose and keep ailent himeeif. 

Referring to a published statement that he 
was ‘‘a cadaverous-looking man about forty 
years of age,’ Mr. Dixon said he was used to 
abuse and it did not trouble him. He said he 
wae only twenty-eight years old, and had been 
a clergyman in New-York for three years. Be- 
fore that he had been a clergyman in Boston 
for two years. Previous to that he had prac- 
ticed law in North Carolina, in partnership with 
Supreme Court Justice Bynum of the Shelby 
District for two years. Before that he had sat 
in the State Legislature for three years. 

* But that would bring you under age at the 
time you were in the Legislature. Had you no 
scruples against violating the law by sodoing?”’ 
Mr. Dixon was asked. 

** Oh, not atall,”’ said Mr. Dixon, cheerfully. 
“ Perhaps you misunderstand, Although I was 
not of legal age, yet I was notrequired to swear 
that I was.” 

In reply.toa general question, Lawyer Moses 
gaid: “In this matter Mr. Dixon is not actuated 
by any personal motives or private malice. He 
hae no personal feeling toward Mr. Koch. His 
remarks during his church services referred to 
the City Government generally, and only inci- 
dentally to Mr. Koch; but since Mr. Koch 
makes this a personal contention, we shall meet 
him, and if he means fight, somebody is likely to 
get hurt, and it will not be Mr. Dixon. Mr. 
Dixon has nothing to take back. Weare ready 
to go right on.” 

Among the friends of Mr. Dixon who volun- 
teered their services in hia behalf yesterday 
was Lawyer G. B. Colby, who was formerly 
counsel to the Board of Excise. He said he had 
read of the charge against Mr. Dixon while 
going down townin the cars. and had got off at 
the police court to offer his services if they 
sbeuld be needed.

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RAPID-TRANSIT HEARING. 


——=_—— 
MELVILLE E. SMITH OF THE ARCADE 
ROAD BEGINS HIS ARGUMENT. 


Melville E. Smith, President of the Aroade 
Railroad, began an argument yesterday before 
the Supreme Court Rapid-Transit Commission. 
This was after much of the time of the commis- 
sion had been taken in hearing the opinions of 
Horace Loomis, Engineer of Sewers of the De- 
partment of Public Works, who testified that 
the proposed tunnel would necessitate rebuild- 
ing parts of the Broadway sewer, and of J. R. 
Croes, a civil engineer, who knew little of the 
plan, but believed it impracticable on account 
of the sewer, andin hearing adverse speeches 
by Henry Mahon, Prescott Hall Butler, and 
Lawson N. Fuller, who gave the Commissioners 
permission to hang him to asour apple tree 
when the road was built. 

Mr, Smith pointed out that every inquiry into 
the subject of rapid transit had resulted sub- 
stantially in the conclusion that an underground 
system promised the only speedy, safe, rapid, 
and cheap method of transportation for per- 
sons and property within this city. He thought 
that the plan submitted by the Rapid-Transit 
Commissioners showed that as a whole they 
had acted with unusual wisdom, While he had 
nothing to say against the elevated railway, and 
was ready to concede that it had added im- 
mensely to the value of property, he felt that 
he must also insist that it was entitled to all the 
condemnation that the press and the public had 
heaped upon it. 

He went on to show that this city would be 
the worst place in the world for a viaduct sys- 
tem. He showed that the Commissioners, who 
had been predisposed toward a viaduct, found, 
upon looking over the ground, that a viaduct 
road would strike against big improvements all 
the way up Broadway. Before they could find 
a place where the road could be located they 
got out of the line of travel and were satisfied 
that it would not pay to build a rapid-transit 
route off the centre of travel and population. 

By the process of elimination every possible 
route and system except that reported by the 
Commissioners had to be put aside, snd they were 
were forced to adopt the conclusions which 
they reached because exhaustive inquiry and 
investigation had eonvinced them that they 
were the only ones which would hold out 
against valid objeetion. An underground sys- 
tem along Broadway, he said, would duplicate 
the space of that thoroughfare and make prop- 
erty much more valuable there than it has ever 
been. 

Mr. Smith will continue his remarks Monday.

UNINTENTIONAL ERRORS. 

STS SS 
EXPLANATIONS OF THE DISCREPANCIES 
FOUND BY CONTROLLER MYERS. 


Controller Myers said yesterday he had con- 
cluded that the discrepancies he had discovered 
in the accounts of the two public inetitutions— 
one Catholic and the other Hebrew—arose from 
a lack of conformity between the commitment 
papers of the children made out by the police 
magistrate’s clerks and the papers made out by 
the officials of the homes. 

It was learned yesterday, although the Con- 
troller positively refused to give out the names 
of the homes of which the accounts were wrong, 
that the Hebrew home was the Ladies’ Deborah 
Nursery and Child’s Protectory, in East Broad- 
way. Mrs. Davis, who has for many years becn 
the matron of this institution, had not heard 
anything of the matter, but she gave a satisfac- 
tory explanation of how such errors might have 
arisen. 

*‘We have had the papers of children sent 
here by police magistrates make it appear that 
a child was eight years old, when as a matter 
of fact, the child was only four. Thus, in mak- 
ing this investigation, the city officials may 
have found the names of children who are, ac- 
cording to the police magistrates’ papers, 
twenty years old when, as a matter of fact, 
they are only sixteen. The city ofticials there- 
fore immediately determine that they have un- 
necessarily supported these children for four 
years. 

“There is another way in which such mis- 
takes as seem to have caused this talk could 
have been made. The clerks of the police- 
court magistrates are very careless in the reg- 
istering of names of children sent to the homes. 
When the children arrive at the homes their 
right names are ascertained and a comparison 
with the books of the magistrates might make it 
appear that there were false entries somewhere, 
and that the homes were receiving $2 a week 
for the keep of ‘dummy’ children.” 

It was said thatthe Roman Catholic institu- 
tion discovered ita error of several thousands 
of dollars after Controller Myers began his in- 
vestigation into the accuracy of the city’s dis- 
tribution of money to the homes, and that the 
home had offered to make restitution by hav- 
ing its allowance of money for the children cur- 
tailed to the extent of the discrepancy.

LAW STUDENTS PLUCKED. 


TWENTY OUT OF SIXTY-THREE CO~ 
LUMBIA MEN FAIL TO PASS. 


The result of the examinations at the Colum- 
bia Law School was made public yesterday, and 
created some sensation among the students 
and was the cause of much comment by the 
friends and opponents of the *“* Harvard” sye- 
tem, recontly introduced by President Low. 

The introduction of that system resulted in 
the withdrawal of the venerable Prof. Dwight, 
Prof. George Chase, and other members of the 
Law Faculty. 

There were sixty-three applicants for the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Laws. «Sixty-one sent in 
examination papers. Forty-one of these stu- 
dents passed, but the other twenty were 
“ plucked.” At Columbia it was said that the 
Faculty had no explanation to make. Friends 
of the Harvard system said that the result of 
the examinaticna indicated that the school 
would turn vut better-equipped men than for- 
merly. 

Prof. George Chase, now of the New-York 
Law School and one of the retiring ** Dwight” 
Faculty of last year, was surprised to hear how 
few of the Columbia men had passed. From 
1861 to 1888 the numbers graduating increased 
each year, Prof. Chase said. Of course, the 
classes were larger in thosedays, but, he added, 
“There was never such a percentago of men fall- 
ing in examinations as this year.” 

The New-York Law School will hold its com- 
mencement exercises Tuesday in Carnegie Mu- 
sic Hall There will be nearly 130 gradutes. 

Columbia will hold examinations in the latter 
part of September for the benefit of those who 
failed to pass this week.

Must Abide by His Father’s Will. 

Justice J. O. Dykman of the Supreme Court 
yesterday rendered his decision at White Piains 
in the suit brought by Cornelius McLean of 
Mount Vernon against his brother, George H. 
MeLean, and his childron of New-York to par- 
tition 150 acres of land in the Town of Yonkers, 
valued at $175,000. 

When James McLean, the father, died in 
Brooklyn he left an estate of over $1,000,000, 
which by his will be directed to be held in trust 
for bis two sons during their lifetime. In the 
case of the death of either of them without is- 
sue his share was to go to the children of the 
surviving brother. 

The plaintiff is married, but ohildleas, and 
were he to die, his wife would be unprovided 
tor from the estate in which he has a life in- 
terest. 

In his decision Justice Dykman holds that 
the lands in question area part of the residuary 
estate in the hands of the executors in trust for 
carrying out the terms of the will. He there- 
fore dismisses the complaint upon its merits, 
with coste, and an extra allowance for defend - 
ants of $250.

Verdict for Six Cents, 

The suit of Webster Gillett and others against 
the American Union Telegraph Company to re- 
cover $100,000 damages for breach of contract 
was tried before Judge Wallace yesterday. A 
contract was made between the plaintiffs and 
defendants in 1880, whereby the American 
Union Telegraph Company todk one-half inter- 
estin acertain patent relating to telephony. 
The American Telegraph Company was to pay 
to the plaintiffs 50 cents for #ach instrument 
manufactured and used by them, and a clause 
in the contract prohibited either party from 
transferring its rights without the written 
consent of the other side. 

In 1881 the American Union Telegraph Com- 
pany consolidated with the Western Union, and 
under a contract with the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany, the Western Union was restrained from 
using any other telephone than a Bell. 

The piaintitls claimed that by the consolida- 
tion the Amcrican Union Telegraph Company 
transferred its rights to the Western Union, 
but Judge Wallace held that such could not be 
construed into a transfer. He accordingly di- 
rected a verdict of 6 cents for the plaintiffe. 


The Kev. Dr. Chambers’s Wife Dead. 

The Rey. Dr. T. W. Chambers of the Collegi- 
ate Middie Church in Lafayette Place, who 
went to Portland, Oregon, to attend the Pres- 
byterian General Assembly, telegraphed yes- 
terday to relatives and friends in this oity that 
his wife, who accompanied him op his Western 
trip, had died suddenly on Thursday. The news 


aused great surprise, for, though Mrs. Cham- 
bers ha atteinod the age of seventy, she was 
in the best of health when she left New- York. 
Mrs. Chambers was a cousin of the late Secre- 
tary Prstinginy ose.

AME FISH COMING ALONG 


——_——_— 
ANGLERS READY TO GIVE THEM 
4 WARM WELCOME. 


WARMW DAYS OF JUNE WILL BRING THE 
BLUEFISH—STRIPED BASS TAKING A 
REST—A LITTLE EARLY FOR THE 
NEAR-BY LAKES. 


Anglers who have been in search of game fish 
in these parts have not returned with very full 
baskets. Those who have been contented with 
flounders and blackfish or sought the humble 
bullhead in the Jersey ponds have had no rea- 
son to complain. 

The dull days have continued for the salt- 
water devotees of the rod and line. Weakfish 
have not arrived, and the bluefish are not bit- 
ing as yet. Almost any day now the news of a 
good catch is Hable to be reported. These fish 
very seldom force a season, and no matter how 
warm a Spring may be, nor how favorable the 


conditions, the weakfish and bluefish very sel- 
= come into the bay before the warm days of 
une. 

The bluefish are being caught by net men 
Well up to Sandy Hook, and itis only a matter 
of afew days when the schools will te chasing 
the menhaden off Long Beach, while thesmaller 
tish will enter the Great South Bay and furnish 
the usual Summer sport to chummers. 

Striped bass are also taking arest. The net 
men gather in considerable numbers, but it is 
the season when they do not bite. Some anglers 
believe the bass spawnin May, and if they are 
correct it accounts forthe reasvun that so tew 
are caught at this time of year. 

As regards the sea bass, flounders, blackfish, 
and fluke, the angling continues about the same. 
Anglers who went to Jamaica Bay have had 
fairly good luck. Notevery party brings home 
a mess of fish, but enough are secured to keep 
the fishermen in pretty good humor, and, if 
their success has been moderate, to encourage 
them to try it again. 

On Decoration Day the black bass season was 
opened. As usual, a crowd visited Greenwood 
Lake, and, as usual, came back with more pjck- 
erel, yellow perch, bullheads, and shiners than 
black bass. It is seldom that on the openin 
day of the season many black bass are secured. 
One bass weighing three and a half pounds was 
taken, and a few smaller-sized specimens. 

Greenwood Lake has for many years been a 
favorite resort for New-York City anglers. 
The surprise has been that so many fish remain 
in the lake after twenty-five years of steady 
lishing. Since the railroad was built to the lake 
many pleasure parties go up to the pretty sheet 
of water daily in the Summer, and a large pro- 
portion have a go at the fish. 

This season special attention will be given to 
fishermen at the lake. Bait and boats may be 
secured at the Casino and at other hotels at the 
upper part of the lake. There are good black 
bass grounds in both the lower and upper por 
tions of the water, and the fishermen havea 
wide choice of points. 

Lake Hopatcong is the next most popular bass 
lake easily reached fromthe city. As yet little 
has been done in this lake, butin three weeks 
there ought to be good fishing. 

Trout fishing for the moat part is ay good 
in the State. On the Beaverkill there has not 
been 60 much done of late because of bad fish- 
ing weather. The fish are there, but a continu- 
ous run of strong winds from an unfavorable 
quarter in the latter part of May nade the an- 
gling poor. Many tishermen who rushed up to 
this region because of the spurt of good fishing 
at the beginning of the season, were disap- 
pointed and returned to the city after a day or 
two of poor success. This month much better 
angling is expected. 

In the Willowemoc and Neversink Rivers some 
very creditable catches of trout have been re- 
ported. 

In the Catskills, also, the trouting has been 
encouraging. Jansen Hasbrouck, 8. 8. Smith of 

Zondout, F. G. Lloyd of this city, and Warren 
Pond, at Cedar Lake, secured fifteen pounds in 
ope day, the smallest fish being 12 inches long. 

Adirondack anglers are having fair luck only. ;| 
Itis yet early for this section, although often 
there is some very good fishing in May. 

The first Restigouche salmon of the season 
has been reported. It was caught in Gray Isl- 
and pool and weighed thirty-four pounds. A 
silver doctor was the tly which attracted the at- 
tention of the sturdy fish.

THE NEW-YORK ATHLETIC CLUB.

A SITE PURCHASED ON WHICH A NEW 
CLUBHOUSE WILL BE ERECTED. 


Information will be given to the public to-day 
by the management of the New-York Athletio 
Club concerning the site which the club has pur- 
chased for a new house. 

Though the club officials as yet refuse to re- 
veal their plans, it can be stated positively that 
the New-York Athletic Club will build its new 
home at Sixth Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street. 
Negotiations for the purchase of the property 


were completed yesterday afternoon, though 
they have been practically closed for several 
days. 

The site selected is owned by the Sixth Ave- 
nue Railroad Company. It measures 100 by 
100 feet, giving an outlook on Central Park and 
on Sixth Avenue, and there is a gore running 
back to Fifty-eighth Street, which will enable 
the club to have an extra entrance from that 
thoroughfare. It certainly is a magnificent 
site for a clubhouse. The purchase price agreed 
upon is said to be $250,000. 

As to the clubhouse to be erected little can be 
said of itexcept thatit will certainly be the 
equal of any athletic clubhouse in the country. 
No plans for its conetruction have yet been con- 
sidered, it being the present idea to call upon 
architects to submit plans for competition and 
choose the most satisfactory. 

As to the disposition of the old property, it 
cannot be discussed with the same certainty, 
asthe managers of the club are all very reti- 
cent concerning it. The story that can be most 
firmly supported is that the immensely wealthy 
Trinity Church Corporation is going to purchase 
the old site and elubhouse with the intention of 
establishing in it a physical training school for 
the benefit of the children of its various 
mission churches. It is stated that Col. 
Van Rensselaer Cruger of the Trinity Corpora- 
tion has held numerous conferences with the 
club managers, and that it has been practicaily 
agreed upon that the property will be pur- 
chused by the Trinity Church Corporation for 
$210.000. The proposition to purchase, it is 
said, was made by Trinity. 

Rumor had it that the two-hundred and ten- 
thousand-dollar offer had been really made in 
behalf of the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tiom er that perhaps it was the intention of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association to consoli- 
date its athletic interests with those of the pro- 
posed Trinity physicai training school. At the 
Twenty-third Street headquarters of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association it is declared that 
the association is notin the race for the New- 
Yorx’s old property. 

It is saidthat some months ago an offer was 
made to the club which is viewed with much 
favor. It was to lease the club building for tive 
years at a rental of $15,000 a year, with the 
privilege of buying outright at the termination 
of the lease at a figure that is in excess of what 
can be secured for the property at present. The 
house must be given up to the lessee, however, 
on the ist of May, 1893, and this precluded the 
acceptance of the offer at the time it was made. 
Now that the club bas secured its new site, it 
believes that it could have its new home ready 
by May, 1893, and it is considering the old offer 
again. Trinity, with its cash price, could prob- 
ably secure the property, for the money will be 
needed by the club for the purchase of its new 
site and the building of its new home. 





SOLOMON JACOBS ARRESTED.

INDICTED AS THE OWNER OF A DIS- 
ORDERLY HOUSE—A SCENE IN COURT. 


Solomon Jacobs, a wealthy real estate owner, 
was indicted by the Grand Jury yesterday as 
the owner of a disorderly house at 163 Allen 
Street. Jacobs owns considerable property in 
that section of the city, and Amelia Weinberg, 
who was the occupant of 163 Allen Street, was 
recently sentenced by Judge Fitzgerald, iv Gen- 
eral Sessions, to six months’ imprisonment for 
keeping the place. 

Capt. Cross of the Eldridge Street Police Sta- 
tion learned that Jacobs was the owner of the 


house, and after the facts were presented to the 
Grand Jury he was promptly indicted. 

Jacobs was arrested at 1.673 Madison Avenue 
yesterday, and taken before Judge Fitzgerald 
in General Sessions. His wife accompanied 
him. He pleaded not guilty, and was committed 
for trial. After pleading he was taken back 
into the “‘pen” with the other unfortunates, 
but when Deputy Sheriff Whalen attempted to 

ut the handcuffs on him to take him to the 

ombs, he resisted with all his strength. 

‘You had better be careful or you will get 
hurt,” warned the officer. 

“It's an outrage to put handcuffs upon a man 
of my wealth and standing,” protested Mr. 
Jacobs. 

Jacobs struck the officer with his umbrella 
and resisted every effort to place the bandcuffs 
upon him. Mrs. Jacobs started to interfere, but 
at that moment word came that bail was at 
hand. Jacobs was taken down to the District 
Attorney’s office, but there was some difficulty 
about the security and, after waiting a little 
while, Deputy Sheriff Whalen took him to the 
Tombs. This time he did not resist being hand- 
culled. He was subsequently bailed by Abraham 
Cohen of 6 Baxter Street 

Mr. Jacobs said that when he bought the 
property at 163 Allen Street, about three 
months ago, he evicted all parsons of question- 
able character. The janitor rented the place to 
Amelia Weinberg without his knowledge, he 
asserted, and he knew nothing about the onar- 
acter of the house until arrested. 
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STEAMSHIP’S HOLD.

HEAVY LOSS ON THE ST. PANCRAS’S 
CARGO OF COTTON AND GRAIN, 


The British steamship St. Pancras was to 
have left the dock at the footof Pacific Street, 
Brooklyn, yesterday for Liverpool, butat 4 A. 
M. it was discovered that the cotton stowed 
away between decka was on fire, and it required 
three hours’ hard work to drown out the flames. 

Two alarms were sent ont, and the fireboat 
Seth Low joined the engines. The flames were 
in the heart of the cotton and could not be 
reached, so firemen and seamen were set to 
work dragging the bales off the vessei to the ad- 

ojning dock. Fireman John Lowery of Engine 

0. 4 was overcome by the smoke, and narrow- 
ly escaped falling overboard. 

It was not until noon that the last engine was 
ordered from the acene, and then the cargo, con- 
sisting of cotton and grain, was almost entirely 
destroyed. 

The loss is estimated at $75,000. The St. 
Pancras isone of ten vessels belonging to the 
British and Foreign Steamship Company of 
England. Charles P. Sumner & Co. are the 
agents in this city. The cargo was consigned to 
Rankin & Gilmore of London. 

The vessel was damaged to the extent of 
$5,000. 

It was fully insured, but the cargo was in- 
sured for only aswall amount.

Gauger Edmonstone Arrested, 

Walter Edmonstone of 1,010 Hancock Street, 
Brooklyn, one of the Custom House gaugers 
who was recently suspended as a result of an 
investigation which showed that imports had 
been passed fraudulently, was arrested yester- 
day by Deputy Marshal Biggerton on a charge 
of using false weights and measurements in tae 
——- of hie official duty. 

One charge is that he had estimated 717 gal- 
lons of wine at 200 gallons, the duty on which 
is 50 cents a gallon. In this way the Govern- 
ment is alleged to have lost $250. 

Itis said this fraud has been committed many 
times, involving aloss to the Government of 
thousands of dollars. 

Edmonstone toox his arrest very coolly, and 
refused to make a statement. Commissioner 
Morle fixed his bail at $5,000, which was fur- 
nished by Howard M. Smith, President of the 
Bedford Bank. 

Edmonstone is about thirty-five years old, 
married, and amember of the Union League 
Club. He has been an active Republicau poli- 
ticlan for yeara.

DENOUNCED BEFORE THE BOARD OF 
TRADE AND TRANSPORTATION. 


“Charlie” Swan’s North River bridge scheme 
received a protty severe handling yesterday 
afternoon at a hearing before the special com- 
mittee appointed by the Board of Trade and 
Transportation to look into the project. The 
committee was composed of ex-Judge William 
H. Arnoux, O. B. Potter, and W. H. Webb. 

Promoter Swan was accompanied by R. Floyd 
Clarke and Andrew Parker. In opposition to 


the scheme was a delegation of west end prop- 
erty owners, including W. E. D. Stokes, William 
M. MacFarland, Cyrus Clark, T. 8. Ormiston, and 
B. R. Romaine. 

Mr. Stokes paid his respects to the methods 
by which Swan had succeeded in “ greasing the 
bill through the Legislature at Albany,” and 
spoke of the ‘‘kaleidoscopic changes” which 
the plans of the bridge speculators had under- 
gone. 

“At first,” he said, “it was a cantilever 
bridge, then an impossible combination of a 
cantilever and a suspension, ‘the cables to 
carry,’ as they say, ‘the dead load and the 
vantilever the live load.’ Such a bridge would 
soon lie dead, and its live load with it, at the 
bottom of the river, as a permanent obstruction 
to navigation, ¥S its two piers would stand 
as Monuments W Andrew H. Green and to the 
lobbyist, Charlie Swan. 

‘*This week, finally, they propose a suspen- 
sion bridge with so long a span as must necessi- 
tate a change of all the plans for their anchbor- 
ages. This will also be impracticable, and their 
next change will be to plans providing for a pier 
in the middle of the river, or, more likely, to four 
piers, as the men mga: this New-York 
and New-Jersey bridge are the ones who en- 
gineered the Poughkeepsie Bridge, and who, in 
violation of their promises when they got their 
= put four piers instead of two in the 
river.”’ 

Mr. Stokes asserted that all that Swan and 
his associates were in the field for was to sell 
out when the proper time came. In proof of

measure through the Legisiature, and then they 
proceed to make a lot of trouble for decent 
people. They are a crowd of hungry marauders, 
and their statns should be legally defined at 
once in court."’ 

+e in reply to these charges were made 
by R. Floyd Clarke, Mr. Parker, and Mr. Swan, 
after which the committee adjourned until next 
Friday at 3 o’clock. 
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LEOPOLD WAITZFELDER FAILS, 


A SURPRISE TO HIS FELLOW- MANU FACT- 
URERS OF COTTON GOODS. 


Leopoid Waitzfelder, manufacturer of cotton 
xoods of New-York and Philadelphia, has failed. 
He has his office and salesroom at Worth Street 
and West Broadway, and is the proprietor of 
ghe Arkwright Milla at Manayunk, Philadel- 


phia. The announcement of the failure caused 
some ——ee in the trade, 

Mr. Waitzfelder was for a number of years of 
the firm of E. Waitzfelder & Co., who are re- 
ported to have compromised with their credit- 
ors at 50 cents on the dollar. Aboutten years 
ago the late Abraham Backer, a note broker, be- 
came a partner with Mr. Waitzfelder, and the 
tirm of A. Backer & Co. became the successors 
of E. Waitzfelder & Co., Leopold Waitzfelder be- 
ing the “Co.” During A. Backer & Co.’s time 
the mills at Philadelphia wero said to have paid 
a@ reasonable return, but not sufficient for two 
partners, and they agreed to separate and put 
the half interest up at auction. Mr. Waitzfelder 
bought it in for $25,700. He said then that the 
original cost of the mill when E. Waitzfelder & 
Co. bought it was $65,000. That firm added 
new machinery at a cost of $35,000, and during 
A. Backer & Co.’s time $16,000 worthof new 
machinery was put in. Later on Mr. Walitz- 
felder mortgaged the mills for $12,000. 

Judgments have been entered against Mr. 
Waitzfelder in Philadelphia in favor of Lena 
Waitzfelder for $14,761, andin favor of Levi 
Waitzfelder for $1,182, both on notes for bor- 
rowed money. 

Mr. Waitzfelder said yesterday that unprofit- 
able business gwas the cause of the failure. It 
cost too much to manufacture, there was a good 
deal of a business was dull and de- 

ressed, and he could not meet his obligations. 

he failure had come so suddenly that he did 
not know exactly how he stood, but he thought 
$50,000 would cover the general Mabilities. A 
large part of the liabilities was for borrowed 
money. None of the banks would suffer. Most 
of the creditors, he said, were in Pniladelphia, 
very few being in New-York. The books were 
being written up to prepare a statement, which 
would be submitted to the creditors probably 
some time next week. 

The assets, Mr. Waitzfelder said, consisted 
chiefly of the mill property in Philadelphia, the 
value of which would be hard to estimate. At 
coat it would amount to enough to pay the 
creditors 150 cents on the dollar, but it had 
greatly depreciated. ° 

Mr. Waitzfelder manufactured and sold his 
own =. chiefly eotton goods, shirtings, and 
coat linings. Lately he had employed about 
100 persons in the mills at Manayunk, as he was 
doing =, weaving. He did not varry any stock 
here, as he sold the goods directly from the 
loows. <A year ago he claimed a capital of 
$50,000 invested in the business.

THE SHOT STAID UNDER WATER,

ONE POINT GAINED IN THE SUBMARINA 
PROJECTILE TESTS. 


The Ericsson Torpedo Board made the eleyv- 
enth of the series of trials with the Destroyer’s 
submarine gun yesterday afternoon at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard dock. Some time was 
spentin adjusting the projectile to a perpen- 
dicular line with the centre of the six nets, 
stretched 100 feet apart across the dock slip. 
The nets were 40 feet long and sunk toa depth 
of 20 feeteach. The projectile is the same ag 
has been used before, being 26 feet long and 
weighing 1,500 pounds. 

The projectile was fired atadepth of seven 
feet below the surface, and the board was de- 
lighted with the trial from the fact that the pro- 
jectile did not emerge from the water within the 
distanee of 600 feet. 

No time was taken to show the velocity of the 
projectile, the special point being to see if it 
was possible to keep it well under water for 
any considerable distance, which the board had 
not yet accomplished. 

The course, depth, and range of the projectile 
was as follows, as shown by the nets through 
which it passed: One hundred feet, depth 7 
feet, 2 feet to right of centre; 200 feet, depth 7 
feet, 4 feet to right of centre; 300 feet, depth 6 
feet, 4 feet to right of centre; 400 feet, depth 5 
feet, and 12 feet to right ofcentre. _ 

The projectile was then deflected still further 
tothe right, missing both the nets at 500 and 600 
feet, and came to the surface as it passed the 
six-hundred-foot stake. 

The result was a disappointment as regards 
accuracy of direction. : 

In point of velocity and force the trials have 
proved satisfactory, and a record of the tenshots 
fired previous to yesterday shows that ten of 
the shots would have hit a vessel drawing twen- 
ty-two fect below the water line at a distance of 
100 feet; nine shots would have been effective 
on the same vessel below the water line at 200 
feet, four shots would have been effective at 
800 feet, three shots at 400 feet, and two shots 
at 500 feet. 

The board will probably make another trial 
this afternoon.
